CAUGHT IN HONDURAS 


Plot of Most Ingenious Piracy 
in History Bared by New 
York Police. 
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NEW YORK, July i11.—President 


. Roosevelt has laid the heavy hand of 


the law on the shoulders ef three pic- 
turesque and adventerous buccaneers of 
the Twentieth Century. The long arm 
that reached these successors of Capt. 


. Kidd extended from New York City to 


the Central American Republic of Hon- 
duras and the fingers of its sure hand 
closed around them just as they seemed 
about to consummate the boldest and 
most ingenious act of commercial piracy 
yet recorded in American history. 


The dramatic story of the operations of 


these four men eclipses, perhaps any- 
thing ever before heard of in the annals 


. of financial buccaneering. The charter- 
' ing of a great ship, loading her down 


with $200,000 worth of plunder, a rush 
trip to the tropics, wild orgies in Hon- 
duras, then the arrest and return—with 


' prison walls possibly ahead—that, in a

In: response to the lettere, cata- 
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Cargo, and Three Companions, 
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had their agents pay the Baileys a per- 
sonal visit. About April 1 all these firms 
were sent orders for goods, with re- 
quest that they be shipped immediately. 
It was stuff secured in this manner that 
made up the immense cargo carried 
aboard the steamship Goldsboro, which 
departed from.New York early in May, 
and which reached Puerto Cortez, 
Spanish Honduras, on the 15th of that 
month. 

Here the four men represented them- 
selves as capitalists, and declared that 
they had come to. invest in Honduras, 
and that they had brought everything 
with them to immediately develop any 
concessions which the Government might 
grant them. They bought a big planta- 
tion, and upon a revocation of the 
British charter for their boat had the 
vessel put under the Honduran flag, to 
be used in the Coastwise service. 
“Spending money with a lavish hand, 
and playing the part of millionaires, the 
quartet entertained the chief dignitar- 
jes of the. nation with a number of 
elaborate suppers, and had completely 
won *themselves into the confidence of 
the authorities, when their game was 
exposed, they were thrown into prison 
and their ship seized. Today three of 
the party are looking into the very gates 
of the Penitentiary, -while the other, 
Francis W. Bailey, who was really the 
ringieader, is being searched for 
throughout Honduras. 

Tempting Letter, 

The brothers, Francis G. Bailey and 
Albert W. Balley, were, respectively, 
President and Secretary of the Export 
Shipping Company, a corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of New Jersey, 
and having offices at Nos.*9 and ll 
Broadway, New York. | 
About Aprill the Baileys began 
sending out to many firms a letter, 
of which the following copy, addressed 
to one of the firms swindled, will show 
their plan: 

“The Export Shipping Co., 
“Francis G. Bailey, President. 
“Albert W. Balley, Secretary.

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“The Star Drilling Machine Co., 108 
Fulton Street, City: Gentlemen—In- 
closed we hand you order as per your 
quotation to us for shipment of goods 
to Townsville, Australia, and to which 
we invite your very careful attention. It 
is important that the goods reach New 
York in time for vessel sailing April 
27, as they are to be consolidated with 
other goods to go forward in bulk to 
Brisbane, 

‘“‘We will require one copy of the in- 
voice for ourselves. Please, therefore, 
be good enough to send three copies in- 
stead of two. 

‘‘We have confirmation that the funds 
for payment of the invoice of these 
goods are available in London on pre- 
sentation of draft and shipping docu- 
ments, with invoices attached. This 
will mean that the return will reach here 
for payment within three weeks after 
the arrival of the merchandise here. 

“We trust that you will take espe- 
clal care with packing, in order to pro- 
tect goods during transshipment. Very 
truly yours, 

“THE EXPORT SHIPPING CO. 

“FEF. G. BAILEY, President.’’ 


Cashed the Drafts. 

Acting upon this letter, the. goods, 
with bills of lading, invoices and drafts 
for purchase price made on the General 
Supply Co., Townsville, Australia, the 
supposed foreign customer of the Bai- 
leys,. were soon in Balley’s hands. The 
form of these drafts may be seen from 
the following copy, and will render clear 
how a part of their plan succeeded: 

Exchange for £397 19s 0d. 

New York, April 20, 1908. 

Thirty days after sight of this first of 
exchange (second unpaid) pay to the or- 
der of the Export Shipping Co. £397 19s 
Od, value received, and charge the same 
to the account of Keystone Driller Co., 
by Robert J. Bole, to the General Sup- 
ply Co., Townsville, Australia. 

The goods thus obtained were placed 
on board the steamer toldsboro, then 
in New York harbor, ready to sail for 
Belize, Honduras, as soon as the cargo 
and the Baileys were on board. Then 
came the second and smoothest step 
of the swindle. It will be noticed that 
the drafts were all made out to the 
Export Shipping Co. F. G. Bailey, as 
president of this company, indorsed 
them, and had them discounted through 
note brokery Dy local agents of various 
South African and British banks, se- 
curing on them approximately $50,000. 

They thus had in their possession 
on board the Goldsboro $60,000 worth of 
machinery and other goods, and in their 
pockets the pay for the same, showing 
conclusively that the saying, ‘‘You can’t 


eat your cake and have it, too,”’ is not} 


true under the proper circumstances. 
Furthermore, the Baileys had given 
themselves three weeks in which to 
make @ getaway before the swindled 
firms would begin to realize the fact 
that they had been made the victims 
of a smooth game. | 
Never Went to St. Louis, 


On May 2 the two Baileys, telling 
their chief clerk that they were going | 
to St. Louis for a few days to consult 
a lawyer about business in that city, 
took their departure; the same day the 
Goldsboro cleared for Belize. Two days 
later the following telegram was deliv- 
ered at the Broadway office of tine 
Export Shipping Co.: 

‘9 Paid. ST. LOUIS, Mo. 

“Ss. B. McNeil, care Export Shipping 
Co., 11 Broadway, New York: Impos- 
sible to return before Tuesday night 
or Wednesday morning. 

“F. G. BAILEY.” 

Nothing was seen or heard of them 
at the time stated, and the clerk called 
up the St. Louis lawyer on long dis- 
tance telephone for information, This 
information was that the lawyer did not 
kno® the Balleys, and had never seen 
nor heard of them. Then the clerk sent 
to the Bailey residence in Brooklyn, only 
to learn that the house was olosed, that 
the Balleys had left on May 3 and had 
not been seen since. 

The clerk doubtless hed bis suspicions 
that two and two might be put together, 
and that the disappearance of the Ba!- 
leys and the sailing of the Goldsboro 
with a valuable cargo upon the same 
day might be mote than a coincidence. 
However, being a wise clerk, he held his 
peace, remaining in the employ of the 
Export Shipping Co., until the 1%h of 
May, when @ receiver was appointed for 





the firm. : 2 
Not antil after the ist of June, how- 


ever, were criminal proceedings begun 
against them and efforts made which 
finally resulted in the issuing of requisi- 
tion papers for them upon the Govern- 
ment of Honduras. 

Engines to Dry Goods, 

Although placed at a valuation of only 
$35,149, the cargo which the Goldsboro 
carried is said to have been worth fully 
$200,000. Almost every conceivable thing, 
from a steam engine to dry goods and 
cicthing, is-embraced in the elaborate 
array of plunder which the fugitives ran 
away with. 

The warrant for the apprehension of 
the quartet was issued by United States 
Commissioner John A. Shields of the 
Southern District of New York, and 
signed Henry L. Stinson, United States 
Attorney. The case is entitled the 
United States vs. Frances G. Bailey, Al- 
fred W. Bailey, Alfred Oxley, Herbert 
H. Meyers. They are charged with, vio- 
lation of Sections 5440 and 5480, Revised 
Statutes, relative to fraudulent use of 
the United States mails. In addition 
they are charged by District Attorney 
Jerome’s office with grand larceny. 

The escape of the “president” of the 
Export Shipping Company, Francis 
Bailey, was an extraordinary one, and 
does not at all reflect to the credit of 
Lieut. Beery. The four men had been 
turned over to Beery immediately upon 
the arrival of the officer with orders 
from President Roosevelt. They were 
taken aboard the steamer Uustein about 
4 o’clock on June 29%. A man by the 
name of Barosse, now residing at 
Puerto Cortez, but who {s a native of 
St. Bernard Parish, Louisiana, was put 
as a guard over the men, instead of 
Beery himself looking to their safe- 
keeping. On a later hight Beery re- 
galed himself et a dinner in the city 
and returned t; the ship late. He im- 
mediately went ‘o his room and refired, 
leaving everyt’ ig to Barosse. 

About 4:30 09 ock the next morning, 
while Barossé was napping, and the 
sailor on watch had temporarily gone 
below, Francis Batley seized the dory 
lying alongside the stern of the vessel 
and made good _ his escape to the 
woods, where it is said there is little 
chance of his capture.

IN FERN LEAVES 
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‘New Packing Preservative 


Found to Excel Straw and 
Grapevine Foliage. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—Fern leaves 


excel all other agents for packing ar- 
ticles of food, according to Consul- 
General Guenther, at Frankfort. He 


has forwarded an article to the State 
Department, of which the following is 
a summary: 

“People who have lived in England 
know that the English have uscd fern 
leaves successfully for many years. 
Valuable fruit, fresh butter, etc., are 
no longer seen in the English markets 
packed in grapevine leaves, but almest 
always in fresh fern leaves, which keep 
the articles excellently. This fs done 
where grapevine leaves are to be had 
in abundance. Everyone posted well in 
botany knows the high preservative 
power of fern leaves with reference to 
vegetable and animal substances. 

“On the Isie of Man herrings are 
packed in ferns and arrive on the mar- 
ket in as fresh a condition as when 
they were shipped. Potatoes packed in 
ferns keep many months longer than 
others packed only in straw. Experi- 
ments made with both straw and fern 
leaves in the same cellar showed sur- 
prising results in favor of ferns. While 
the potatoes packed in straw mostly 
showed signs of rotting in the spring, 
those in ferns were as fresh as if they 
had just been dug. Frésh meat ts also 
well preserved by fern leaves. 

“It would seem as if the preservative 
qualities of fern leaves are due to their 
high percentage of salt. No larvae, 
maggots, etc., approach ferns, as the 
strong odor keeps’ them away.”

no part in the coming national election. 


The fleet will be anchored in Maniia 


Bay election day, and the Philippine 
' gtatutes refuse citizenship to soldiers, 
sailors and marines of the United 
States. Eighteen hundred votes will be, 


missing from the. ballet ‘boxes of New 
York. The Empire State contributed 


the largest number of enlisted ‘men to |’ 


the fleet. 

Massachusetts and Pennsylvania are 
tied for second place, with 1200 each 
New England alone'is represented by 
1800 and other Bastern states by 5837. 
Eighteen hundred Southerners are with 
the fleet, Virginfa leading with 360. 
Tennessee contributed 226 and Kentucky 
and Georgia 200 each. 

| West Poorly Represnted. 

The Rocky Mountain and Pacifiv 
Coast States sent but 191 men. Califor- 
nia with a Secretary of the Navy and 
the prespect of visits to numerous ports, 
could get together only 8 recruits. Ne- 
vada sent one and Utah two. The 
Middle West, the great farming coun- 
try, will take on a nautical tone when 
Jackie gets home. There are 4200 _— 
the prairies on the fleet. 

Illinois is fepresented by 865, Ohlo by 
750, Michigan 625, and Indiana 466. The 
newest State, Oklahoma, found 12 re- 
cruits, The territories are not unrepre- 
sented. There ig one from Alaska, two 
from Arizona and six from New Mexico. 
The district of Columbia sent 180 men. 

Three hundred on the fleet are classi- 
fied as foreign or address not given.

Whether a soldier may vote depends 
on the laws of the State in which he is 
stationed. Sorie of the states allow 
the men to acfuire residence, while 
others do not. Thé War Department 
says that it has been the experience of 
years that the soldiers seldom avail 
themselves of the privilege even when it 
is open,

It costs more to live, anywhere in the 
United States, than it did 10 years ago. 
But comparisons of St. Louis price in- 
creases with those discovered by the 
National Government show that the law 
of compensation has not been altogether 
off the job here. 

For instance, coal here is higher—a 
full 100 per cent higher than 10 years 
ago. But if you have no coal, and catch 
cold through lack of it, yeu can buy 
quinine to cure your cold much cheaper 
than you could in 1898. 

On the other hand, coffee is cheaper 
on the St. Louis retail market than it 
was a decade ago, but the drugs most 
in favor for curing indigestion, which 
coffee sometimes causes, are costlier 
than they were then. e 

Meat has gone up scandalously—tn 
fact, 50 per cent in three years. Oh, 
very well. Vegetables and canned goods 
are about as cheap as ever, and the 
logic of the household expense account 
is making more vegetarians than ap- 
peals to sentiment ever did. 

The Government figures show a high- 
er price on the whole in 258 commodities 
that enter largely into the living of all 
the people. In 1907 the percentage over 
1906 was 5.7 per cent, and 44.4 per cent 
higher than. 1897, the year of lowest 
prices Guring the 18-year period, and 
29.6 per eent higher than the average 
for the 10 years, 1890 to 1899. 

Farm Products Up. 

For farm products taken as a whole 
the increase was greatest, namely, 10.9 
per cent; for food, 4.6 per cent; for 
cloths and clothing, 5.6 per cent; for 
fuel and lighting, 2.4 per cent; for met- 
als and implements, 6.1 per «cent; for 
lumber and. building materials, 4.9 per 
cent; for drugs and chemicals, 83 per 
cent; for housefurnishing goods, 6.8 per 
cent, and miscellaneous, 5 per cent. 

St. Louls lumbermen say the Govern- 
ment’s estimate is about right for the 
increase in St. Louls,market prices for 
their wares. Increasing depletion of the 
forests; they say, has kept the price 
ascending gradually, and the average 
increase in cost which enters into ordin- 
ary living expenses is around 5 per cent. 

Furniture and house furnishings have 
soared, and experts on the St. Louis 
market say the Government's 6.8 per 
cent is too low to serve locally. Not 
less than 15 per cent, they say, has been 
the increase here. This is due to scar- 
city of material, especially oak, to high- 
ér cost of the materials for fron and 
brass furniture, and to higher prices of 
labor. 

Drugs Up and Down. 

Drugs and chemicals, of such sort as 
to affect the cost of living, were higher, 
say by 6 per cent, in St. Louis last year 
than in 1898; but they have fallen unti) 
they are about where they were, and in 
some instances, such as quinine, lower 
than ever. The higher prices were 
caused by the scarcity of root and herb 
diggers, the lower prices by the finan- 
cial panic. 

Ag to canned goods, peaches sold in 
1897 for the same they did in 1907, while 
some canned products were much cheap- 
er ten years ago. The cause for this 
was that fruits and vegetables were

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plentiful last year, while the production 
was much larger. Last year beans were 
scarce and higher. Up to the time of 
the panic buying did not drop off, but 
since then prices have been dropping 
until they are about as low as they were 
in 1896. 

The cost of preparing food products is 
much higher now on account of the in- 
creased cost of labor, also the increase 
in the farm products that go into them. 
Sugar is higher-thts year than in 1907, 
while coffee is cheaper. Tea is as cheap 
as it has been in several years. Sta- 
ple commodities are not high this year 
in the grocery line. In many commodl- 
ties the prices are 10 per cent lower 
than they were in 1907. 

Clothes? Higher! 

A leading clothier says that clothes 
are higher than in the last two years 
and that this should not be. This is 
partly due to the scarcity of wool, but 
is in part due to existence of clothing 
combinations to keep clothing up. 

Cotton is no higher, yet the manufac- 
turers are in combination to maintain 
high prices. Ten years ago good wool 
suits were 100 per cent lower than they 
are now, and were made of as good 
material and as well made, but with- 
out the same degree of care as to style. 
Higher labor cost, higher wool, pros- 
perity and combinations ameng manu- 
facturers are the reasons he gives for

the higher prices of clothing. 

Shoes are cheaper on the average than 
ever they have been, but are only 5 per 
cent cheaper than at their highest point, 
in 1907. Thy have, however, gone up 
in price 15 per cent in the last 18 years, 
but to compensate for that they are 
better made. The increase in cosg of 
shoes is due to the high price of hides 
which have increased in 18 years 150 per 
cent. Shoes are relatively cheaper than 
the hides from which they are made, 
this seeming paradoz being due to im- 
proved methods of manufacture. 

Cold Deal on Coal. 

In 10 years the cost of coal has in- 
creased 100 per cent in St. Louis. A 
whelesale dealer accounts for this by 
saying that, in 1897 operators could lay 
lump ceal down in East St. Louis at 55 
cents, out of which they paid the miners 
24 cents. They are now paying miners 
55 cents, with a corresponding increase 
to laborers and drivers. The increase 
of 100 per cent In wages makes coal cost 
the consumer 100 per cent more. The 
operators, he says, are making less for 
their coal than they did in 1897. 

The price of meat has been soaring for 
the last 18 years, and it is generally con- 
ceded that this has been due to the go- 
ing out ef the range cattle and the con- 
sequent. scarcity of beef cattle, and the 
combinations among the packers, who 
have virtually a monopoly of the busi-

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ness, having driven the small country 
and town butchers out of business. This 
spring, during a period of 10 days, pork 
and beef stock took an upward flight of 
30 to 60 per cent, and the average for 
the year is fully 25 per cent higher than 
last year, which was 25 per cent more 
than the year before. 

Prosperity and high wages, as well as 
the scarcity of cattle are given by the 
packers as being responsible for the 
rise in ee in the last 10 years.

PLAYING THE GRADE CROSSING GAMY, 

In the abolition of grade crossings it makes a 
difference whether the railroads get out of the 
way of the people or the people get out of the 
way of the railroads. 

So well is this point understood by the rail- 
roads that they have been known to grow en- 
thusiastic over one plan to do away with grade 
crossings ‘and to relapse.into dogged indifference 
or opposition as _ as another one was sug- 
gested. . 

When the railroads. get out. of “the ay of the 
people: thay spend considerable money | and leave 
‘When the’ people get 
out of the way of the railroads, it, is; ‘their money 
that. ‘ts. spent, and ‘the streets: id up or’ down as 
the case may be. 

In the matter of grade crossings the railroads 
usually occupy four well defined positions, one 
after another. First, they refuse to do anyth: ag; 
secondly, they agree to participate languidly in 
the work if the people will bury or elevate the 
streets and foot the bills; thirdly, when it is pro- 
posed that they shall get out of the way with 


they insist that such a policy is physically impos- 
sible and financially ruinous, and fourthly, when 
they are forced to it, they go about the work in 
earnest atid soon complete it. : 

This has been the record elsewhere. It will be 
the record here, progressively unfolding itself, 
as soon as it shall appear that the city govern- 
ment is in-earnest and that tricks dnd evasions 
will ng longer be tolerated.

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“OBACCO IN PRISON. 
‘By a formal order the Federal authorities haye 
humanely | provided pipes and tobacco for the 
convicts in thé Leavenworth Prison, which was 
the only United States prison where the practice 
of smoking had not already obtained. 
The order is made on the special recommenda- 
tion of physicians, but the plain wisdom of it has 
force enough without the indorsement of med- 
ical experts. They plausibly firid, however, that 
aside from its admitted great antiseptic value 
smoking is of much benefit to men serving long 
terms, having a tendency to relieve the acute 
mental strain that accompanies imprisonment. 
To give a man a pipe and tobacco is to invite 
him to become a philosopher and imbibe the vir- 
tues through the satisfying stem. Qn the other 
hand, it is conceivable that to deprive the convict 
of his habit and solace is to encourage the demon 
in him. Furthermore, the Constitution of the 
United States, which ought to be held in partic- 
ular respect by Federal prisons, forbids crue: 
and unusual punishments. 
In or out of prison the sincere devotee of the 
nicotian divinity would rather submit to rack, 
thumbscrews, or what not, than to have his be- 
loved comfort torn away from him. The Spanish 
inquisition, we suspect, would have achieved a 
prompter success in many a case if this consum- 
mate refinement of cruelty had been substituted 
for crasser modes. And as for prison discipline, 





‘how the bad man may be tamed in a trice, as 


the good citizen outside is made peevish, by the 
Lacerate the con- 
vict’s back with lashes, all men will. Say, but 
give him his tobacco. 

Concerning mollycoddles who object to the vile 
weed, if they be so unfortunate as to find them- 
selves in close quarters, let them sweat it out as 
best they may without eympethr. 
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THE LIVING PAST. 
The Sunday Post-Dispatch published an inter- 
esting characterization of President Roosevelt by 
Mathias Acher, a Vienna editor, who paid a visit 
|4o the White House and came away with a dis- 
tinct impression. ¥ 
He is not like any European. “In his speech,” 
jsays Herr Acher, “President Roosevelt shows that 
there are no centuries of aristocracy behind him; 
that, in act, he is all future and present, and 
that there seems to be no past living in him.” 
In other words, he is not a descendant, but an 
ancestor. Despite his Knickerbocker ancestry the 
characterization is substantially true. No other 
President, not even Jackson, was ever so unaware 
of the past, so innocently indifferent to the re- 
straints of custom, so blithely unconscious of 
precedent. He seems to have no sense of law, 
and chafes under the obligations of rule when 
he is, perforce, required to honor them. 
In these respects Mr. Roosevelt is an Ameri- 
can type. Essentially a pioneer, he heard the 
call of the wild, but, like other pioneers, he heard 
it only because the “wild” was already in his 
blood. These are the Boones, the Houstons the 
Jacksons, Bentons, Fremonts and the host of 
nameless men who pushed out beyond the Alle- 
ghenys, searching, as Boone expressed it, for 
“more ‘elbow room.” They were individualists 
of the fiercest breed and their work was, like 
that of all pioneers who have to deal with na- 
ture in the raw, purely individualistic. They 
sought to enlarge themselves by single handed 
conflict. Each for himself, these men laid the 
foundation of American greatness and we are 
building upon what they laid down. 
But this character does not exhaust American- 
ism. Other tasks require other virtues. Just 
-as it is improbable that Jefferson or Gladstone 
would have answered the need in the wild Nor- 
man days, so it !s impossible that William the 
Conquerer would, in these times, make an ac- 
ceptable prime minister in a responsible Govern- 
ment or a good President of a constitutional Re- 
public. Happily, Americanisni is wider than the 
diameter of the big atick and does not exert its 
whole. force againat hearsay dangers like molly- 
coddleism and universal peace.

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FLIES IN THE DENVER OINTMENT. 

One depréssing feature of the Denver conven- 
tion was the pessimism of the young gentlemen to 
whom we have been accustomed to look for the 
most heroic support of public and private moral- 
ity. 

Citizens Lincoln Steffens, John Temple Graves 
and Brand Whitlock found little in the great as- 
semblage to commend. They discovered ambi- 
tion and greed among the delegates. They beheld 
whole state representations which were actuated 
by selfish motives. They doubted whether many 
of the thousands who thronged the galleries really 
knew or cared for the noble principles which were 
buffeted about in that arena. Even the elect, the 
men of grace, who stood fast for Mr. Bryan, did 
not impress them as truly in earnest or thoroughly 
appreciative of the momentous issues at stake. 

What was it at Denver that gave these regen- 

erators of society so severe a pain? It could not 
have been.any lack of devotion to Mr. Bryan. It 
could not have been lukewarmness for the cause. 
It could not have been the absence of noise. Per- 
haps it was the discovery that for Once in his life 
Mr. Bryan was in control of a machine and that 
the political wheels, for the first time in his case, 
worked smoothly and wholly according to pro- 
gram. 
Is this a crime for which the gentleman from 
Nebraska ‘is to be held to personal account and 
are Democrats in the pursuit of: righteousness to 
be punished because they inadvertently exhibit 
the Wenknoqes of mere humans? 
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TOA POTENTIAL MURDERER. 

The Post-Dispatch has received a letter from a 
man who asserts that he has been grievously 
wronged by his wife and who, after reciting vari- 
ous possible “remedies,” murder being among 
them, asks advice. 

Prefacing these remarks with the statement 
that if the Post-Dispatch could locate and identify 
this person, it would turn him over to the au- 
thorities, it will say that two wrongs never yet 
made a right and that there is no remedy for some 
wrongs so complete as the very absence of remedy. 

Children are involved in this case. To go to 
law is ‘to scandalize all concerned, with no pos- 
sibility of any real benefit. To shoot and kill is 
not only to commit murder, but to make the 
shame notorious and to involve one’s self in guilt. 
Blood does not wipe out dishonor, no matter how 
strongly some barbarians may hold to the con- 
trary. 

All over the country men and women suffering 
from real or fancied wrongs are contemplating 
murder. Whatever their situation may: bé, it is 
probable that they are largely to blame them- 
selves. If all: who err are to be slain, what a 
harvest of death there must be and who will re- 
main? The fool who, pistol in hand, enfareés: 
what he calis the unwritten law, is usually the 
first to ask protection and justification for him- 
self under the written law. 

The Post-Dispatch’s correspondent, like many 
others who ask advice, may not relish it when it 
is received, but here it is: Go about your busi- 
ness like a self-respecting man; bring up yeur 
children with abhorrence for their mother’s mis- 
deeds, but with affection and charity and hope 
for her, and do not now or at any other time 
in your life entertain the thought for a moment 
that you have been appointed by God or man to 
deal death and damnation throughout the land.

PUBLIC PARKS AND BATH HOUSES. 

Commissioner Scanlan’s recommendations that 
the old fair grounds be purchased and converted 
into a public park and that land be acquired on 
the river front and opposite the Union Station for 
the same purpose are progressive and hopeful. 

The need of numerous breathing spots in a 
great city is evident in the fact, mentioned by 
Mr. Scanlan, that 471,941 children played in the 
public playgrounds last year. Considering the 
small number of such playgrounds, this shows 
a large demand, and if provision be made for 
these advantages in various sections of the city, 
the worth of a systematic policy of park extension 
will soon be demonstrated. 

Another significant fact is thet 69,394 people 
took free baths at the one public bathhouse last 
year, This goes to show that if baths are sup- 
plied in all neighborhoods they will be eagerly 
sought by a populace determined to be clean. 

Work of this kind is a liberal, enlightened, civ- 
ilizing policy. It should be promoted by the 
hearty concurrence and support of the whole 
community. 
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INSINCERITY OF POLE SEEKERS. 

Commander Peary has sailed for the North 
Pole by railway. That is to say, he has started 
the good ship Roosevelt around on her way by 
water and he will join her presently up on the 
Canadian coast at a point to be reached overland 
by him. 

Now, if Peary sincerely wanted to reach the 
pole he would stick to the land and let the Roose- 
velt go. Eventually, as he knows very well, she 
is bound to bring up wedged fast in an ice field no- 
where near the pole; while, by walking, he knows 
very well he could get there if he wanted to. 
Walking is good to the pole in winter, when every- 
thing is frozen over, and that is the only way to 
make it. Our prebistoric ancestors are commonly 
supposed to have walked all over the place. 

But the polar investigator who must save ‘his 
winters for lecture engagements has only the sum- 
mer for exploration. That is why it is called the 
open season—he has no dates to fill.

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GOOD ROADS AS A WAR MEASURE. 

A new turn is given to the-agitation for good 
roads by Gov. Gillett of California, who is cam- 
paigning for 3000 miles of. highways in his State 
as a war measure—“that California may be pre- 
pared to resist {nvasion.’”’ 

If the good roads movement in this country 
generally should ever be put on a war basis, 
results worth while might come of it; and pos- 
sibly nothing short of an outright appeal to the 
most primitive and sensational instincts can be 
depended upon to secure the benefits of improved 
highways to agriculture and commerce. 

It is the farmer and the man of trade who 
need the ‘roads; the threat of invasion is remote 
to the point of absurdity. Yet the very farmer 
who is landlocked, mud-locked, by impassable 
roads each spring, but fails to respond to an 
appeal to his interests, may be the first to answer 
a call to build good roads as a “war measure.” 

To be sure, good roads are actually among the 
greatest of war measures. 
for military purposes constructed the great high- 
ways of Europe that have inured chiefly to the 
benefits of peace traffic and are the delights of 
pleasure traffic today. Such is and was their 
magnificent condition that the Roman relays trav- 
eled them almost as fast as does the modern 
motorist. And, as illustrating. tHeir military 
serviceability under modern conditions, Napoleon 
Bonaparte in a comparatively late time moved 
his troops over them with almost the speed that 
armies are transported by rai. today. 

A good roads movement on a war basis would: 
have the peculiar virtue of enlisting harmlessly 
an otherwise superfluous jingoism in the United 
States; and it might be a very good thing to put 
the jingo to work for the ultimate convenience 
of the man who raises crops or hauls produce. 
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JOHN BURNS ON HAPPINESS. 

John Burns, who began life as a common la- 
borer and is now a cabinet minister and privy 
councilor, has some healthy English ideas on life, 
at home and in public. 

Deploring the tendency to mob life and crowds, 
Mr. Burns says: “By the substitution of the 
garden suburb for the mean street, the garden 
city for the squalid industrial area, we hope to 
bring people back to individual happiness, joyous 
play, and the old ‘English games, which were 
played not so much for the sake of winning as 
for the sake of the game itself.” 

These words are as applicable to St. Louls as 
to London, and John Burns’ hope for the English 
capital is ours for the future great city of 
America. 

The water front baile will be in the best neigh- 
borhood for the purpose of bringing the people 
back to individual happiness and joyous play. 
There is probably less happiness and play in the 
levee district than in any other. Therefore, the 
need is greatest. When John Burns talks for 
London he talks for St. Louls. _

ASUNCION, PARAGUAY.—The revolutionists who 
overthrew the Government last week have now fallen 
out among themselves, and the dogs of war are loose 
again. The revolutionists were unable to organize 
their government. Gen. Navero, who was the soul of 
the uprising, was rewarded with the vice-presidency. 
When informed of his election, he declared it an in- 


‘sult, and sent word to his former associates that if 


they thought him a Charlie Fairbanks or a “Sunny 
Jim’’ Sherman, they were badly mistaken. He !m- 
mediately retired from the city with his wing of the 
army, and they were seen together this afternoon 
in an automobile 20 miles out of town, evidently go- 
ing to reorganize the defeated army of the former 
Government. : 

GUADALAJARA, MEXICO.—Strategy decided the 
first pitched battle of the Mexican revolution, 50 miles 
north of here today. Gen. Pigale, commanding the 
Government troops, was attacked by seven revolu- 
tionists -in a Narrow pass of the Sierra Madre. Im- 
mediately the fight began, the General led Dis pack 
mule behind a rock, where he exchanged his army 
uniform for his Roosevelt get-up. When the engage- 
ment was at its height, he dashed into the thick of 
the fray on his burro, brandishing a big stick. The 
enemy took vdne frightened look at bis teeth and 
glasses, and put into the tall uncut, leaving four 
packages of cigarettes on the fleld. 

MANAGUA, NICARAGUA.—President Zelaya has 
given up his plan to go to the assistance of President 
Davila of Honduras.

“ ‘Pelleas and Melisande,’ in its spirit 
beautiful, in its form is daringly unlike 
all other plays. 

“The curtain goes down every few 
minutes on one of the 12 scenes of its 
six acts. It is as if the play were set 
in cantos, like a poem, with a curtain 
fall at the close of each canto. You 
have never seen anything quite like it. 

“Suddenly—and it is like an illumina- 
tlon—the audience begins to feel the 
‘grip’ of the beauty, the pitifulness and 
the tragedy of the sinful love of Pel- 
leas and Melisande—it is like children 
sinning, so innocent they are. 

“For, though it Is a sinful love, in- 
asmuch 4s it is a sin for a brother to 
love and covet hig brother’s wife and 
for the wife to return that love, it is 
not a guilty love. Right here it is that 
Maeterlinck strikes what seems to me 
the most heartbreaking note of tragedy 
that has been sounded since Othelle 
slew Desdemona, 


“Pelleas dies, at the hands of his 
brother, Goland, and Melisande follows 
him to the grave, crying, as she ex- 
pires with arms outstretched toward 
her new-born daughter: ‘How I pity 
her! Oh. how I pity her!’—and yet they 
have not sinned beyond the loving. 

“The death of both ts as the death 
of children suffering for a _ childilke 
sin. You can’t get away from this feel- 
ing to save your life. 

“The ‘grip’ of the play begins when 
Melisande loses, in the charmed ‘spring 
of the blind’ in the castle grounds of 
Allemonde, the wedding ring placed 
upon her finger by her husband. Pelleas 
is with her, and love is dawning in 
their hearts. A bell that tolls ‘the 
stroke of 12 as the ring falis into the 
deep pool gives the note of impending 
tragedy. 

‘And then this gripping quality of

“Suddenly—and it is like an illumina- 
tion—the audience begins to feel the 
‘grip’ of the beauty, the pitifulness and 
the tragedy of the sinful love of Pel- 
leas and Melisande—it is like children 
sinning, so innocent they are. 
“For, though it Is a sinful love, in- 
asmuch ds it is a sin for a brother to 
love and covet his brother’s wife and 
for the wife to return that love, it is 
not a guilty love. Right here it is that 
Maeterlinck strikes what seems to me 
the most heartbreaking note of tragedy 
that has been sounded since Othelle 
slew Desdemona, 


“Pelleas dies, at the hands of his 
brother, Goland, and Melisande follows 
him to the grave, crying, as she ex- 
pires with arms outstretched toward 
her new-born daughter: ‘How I pity 
her! Oh. how I pity her!’—and yet they 
have not sinned beyond the loving. 
“The death of both is as the death 
of children suffering for a childifke 
sin. You can’t get away from this feel- 
ing to save your life. 

“The ‘grip’ of the play begins when 
Melisande loses, in the charmed ‘spring 
of the blind’ in the castle grounds of 
Allemonde, the wedding ring placed 
upon her finger by her husband. Pelleas 
is with her, and love is dawning in 
their hearts. A bell that tolls the 
stroke of 12 as the ring falis into the 
deep pool gives the note of impending 
tragedy. 

‘And then this gripping quality of 
the play deepens in intensity through- 
out all the scenes that follow, .finding 
its ultimate climax of horror at the 
dreadful moment when Goland lifts his 
little son—Melisande’s stepson—upon his 
shoulders in the night that he may peer 
through the young wife's window and

Dr. Houston is in the prime of I'fe, 
being 42 years old, and is one of the 
best known educators in America. It 
is understood that a large factor In his 
appointment was his recommendation’ 
by President Charies W. Ellot of Harm 
vard, at which university Dr. Houston 
took his degree as Doctor of Philosophy, 

On a recent visit to St. Louls, Dr, 
Eliot declared his opinion that Dr. 
Houston was the very best man in tne 
country for the chancellorship of Washe 
ngton University. 

His Distinguished Career. 

Dr. Houston, who specialized in higse 
tory, government and economics under — 
auch world-famous scholars as Drs, Dune 
bar, Taussig, Hart and Channing of: 
the Harvard faculty, is the author of “A 
History of Nullification in South Caro- 
lina,” the second edition of which is 
now in press, and of a number of arti- 
cles and addresses. He received the — 
degree of LL.D. from Tulare Univer-; 
sity in 1903, and from the University of’ 
Wisconsin in 186. He is a member of 
the Southern Education Board. 

His educational career has been dis- 
tinguished. Born in Union County, N, 
C., In 1866, he was graduated with hon- 
ors from South Carolina College at the 
age of 21, and was at once appointed 
a tutor in his alma mater. He wae ‘edl- 
tor of the college paper and president 
of his elass. 

After two yeers as tutor and three as 
superintendent of the city schools of 
Spartanburg, S. C., he entered the grad- 
vate school at Harvard and took his 
degree after three years.

He was then sapeentes Adjunct-P 
fessor in Political Science at the Uni. 
versity of Texas, where he served 
elght years as assistant professor, full 
professor and dean of the faculty of 

the University. 

In 1905 he was unanimously elected 
president of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Colleze of Texas. In 19065 
he was elected president of the Unt. 
versity of Texas, which position he 
has since held. 

He was married to Miss Helen Beall 
of Austin, Tex.. In 1895, and has one 
child living, a boy of eight. Mrz, 
Houston was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Texas in 1891, and both she 
and her husband are members of the 
Phi Beta Kappa Society.

Barber, Dentist, Dressmaker 
and Dry Goods Store 
Were Unknown. 





A copy of the first directory of St. 
Louis is a rarity, as only a few copies 
are known to exist. A comparison be- 
tween it and the last one issued a few 
wecks ago is interesting to St. Louisans. 

John R. Paxton of Philadelphia was 
the compiler of the first book, and the 
date of its issue, 1821, was the date of 
the issue of the first directory in Mis- 
sourl. He was the first to number the 
houses: and to name those streets not 
before named. 

In his street nomenclature he followed 
the Philadelphia vogue. Thus we have 
Elm, Spruce, Walnut, Chestnut, Pine, 
Olive and Locust, which with Market 
were all the intersecting thoroughfares 
then in the city. 

Accounted for 30 Streets. 

The directory of 1821 accounts for only 
80 streets, that of 1908, for 1182. The 
population for 1821 is given as 6500. The 
1998 directory gives us a popuiation of 
751,000, and contains 300,445 names. 

The largest increase occurs in names 
beginning with the initial letter “Ss.” 
The German prefix ‘Sch’’ leads all oth- 
ers. In 1821 there were but two names 
becinning with it, in 1908 there are 


more than 10,000. , 
Fifteen Smiths were here in 1821, 2200 
are recorded as being here in 1968. ‘Not 
one individual answered to the name 
Kaufman in 1821; in 1908 147 were so 
named. There were only two named 
Hoffman in 1821, in 1908 more than 700 
answered to the name. We had not a 
single Van in 1821, in 1908 we can count 
more than 700. There was a solitary Von 
in 1821, in 1908 they go above 300. 
Nineteen Mcs and five Os are all 
to be found in 1821, now we can com- 
mune with more than 6500 of the former 
and smile with over 2000 of the latter. 
Only one answered to the name of 
Jones in 1821, in 1908 more than 1100 re- 
sponded to it. A trio of Murphys were 


all the city had in 1821, now it takes 
twelve columns of the directory to tei] 
us of them. 

Daniel Quigley was the only one in 
1821 whose name began with Q. In 
1908 we find 600. The 1821 book fails to 
record any names beginning with the 
letters W, X and Z. In 1908 these in- 
itials are represented by 3059 entries. 

Mathew Murphy was the only brewer 
in the city in 1821. Now we have 29 
breweries, employing thousands of brew- 
ers. The city contained ten taverns in 
1821, and no one then was designated 
as a liquor dealer. Now the city boasts 
of 2182, wino contribute to the city treas- 
ury for the privilege of being enabled 
to go fishing one day of the week, and 
to tremble before the throne of the 
disciple of St. Michael, the remaining 


SIX 

Robert Kelly kept the only “porter 
house” in 1821. It now takes six col- 
umns to tell us of the location of the 
enting houses here. St. Louis had no 
butcher shop in 1821. instead, we finé 
nine ‘“victuallers.”” The housewives of 
1221 had the habit of home baking, as 
the city possessed but four bakers. In 
1008 ty requires six columns to give us 
the names of employing bakers alone. 
Two confectioners in 182i were enougn 
to furnish the sweet morsels required, 
while in 1908 we have the pick of five 
eo'urnns to choose from. 

In 1821 the city had 57 grocers; in 19° 
it required 18 columns to give us their 
names. One milkman was all the city 
hed in 181: in 1908 we find 200 or more 
emploving dairymen. 

No Undertakers or Dentists. 

St. Louis got along with 13 physicians 
and three druggists in 1821. It now has 
over 1800 physicians and 600 druggisis, 
who have the aid of more than 10 
undertakers and five coffin makers. 
There was not a dentist or undertaker 


here in i821. 


St. Louis prided itself on one book 
store, two binders and three printers 
in 1891. It had 10 common schools and 
12 teachers. In 1908 it has 245 commor 
eerools and more than 2000 teachers 
here were but two church buildings iu 
81. the Catholic and Episcopal. The 
Methedists met in. the old Courthouse 
apa the Presbvterians in the Circuit 
Court room. This vear the Cathouics 
have 74, the Episcopals 28. the Metho- 
dists 44. and the Presbyterians 46 
churches. ; 

4 barber was unknown here in 1821, 
instead, the city had tw» hairdressers. 
Now the directory is encumbered with 
the names of 700 employing barbers. 

The women must have made their 
own “merry widows” in !821, as we find 
but two milliners, and not one dress- 
maker. It now demands four columns 
to tell us of the former. and 13 columns 
ef the latter... There was one “mani- 
ton’ maker. and three seamstresses in 
18°21. None is recorded in 1908. 

A dozen tailors clothed St, Loutsans 
in 181: now it requires eight columns 
to give us the names of such men. A 
beker’s dozen shod the tnhabitants In 
1821: thev had the aid. of nine “cor- 
dovaners”: now it takes ten columns to 
tell us of employing shoemakers, 

Dry Goods Store Unknown. 

No firm is described as a dry goocs 
company in 1821; instead 46 are given 
AS mereantile establishments. One ac- 
counivr: was here in 182}; this vears 
book accounts for 41. Law, in 1821, was 
represented by 27 lawyers; in 1908 Ly 
16% or more. 

St. Louls. in 1821, had a Masonic 
hall and three Musonic lodges, ard only 
one fraternal society, the Erin Benevo- 
lent. The 1908 directory shows 41 Mu- 
“onic lodges and several hundred fra- 
ternal orders.

The 1881 book does not mention a coal 
dealer The publisher in his preface 
states that the river furnishes the in- 
habitants with driftwood sufficient for 
fuel.

JUDGE PARKER 
TELLS OF FIGHT 
N COMMITTEE 


4 - 
He Says He Struggled Hard 
for Plank Demanding State 
Sovereignty. 








WILL SUPPORT TICKET 





He Says the Majority for Plat- 
form Measure as Adopted 
Was Only Four. 





DENVER, Colo., July 11.—Judge Al- 
ton B. Parker of New York and other 
delegates-at-large and members of the 
New York delegation left tonight. 

Judge Parker was the central figure 
of groups in the hotel lobby today, bid- 
ding him good-by and congratulating 
him on the harmony and unanimity with 
which the platform was reported to the 
ednvention, desptte the sharp differences 
hich had developed between the con- 
rvative and radical elements. Judge 
arker showed some dissent from the 
ruberance of these congratulations, and 
ith much frankness said: 

“One thing is assured. I am going to 

rt the ticket of Bryan and Kern, 
and I want my friends to do the same 
thing. But I do not want te receive any 
credit under the slightest misapprehen- 
sion of the facts. 

“Y think in all frankness I should say 
that I resisted in the Platform Commit- 
tee any departure from our time-honored 
Democratic principle of the sovereign 
supremacy of the states within their 
barders, or any committal of our par- 
ty to the dangerous policy of the Roose- 
velt administration ef a supreme and 
all-enveloping centralized authority in 
the Federa) Government at Wastiington. 
I felt that I owed it to my party and 
my convictions to make this fight 
against any attack on State heme rule, 
and having made ft, I am content with 
the results.” 

| Fight tn Platform Committee. 

“Tt is understood,” said a reporter, 
“that while the platform was reported 
unanimously you recoried with the 
chairman of your committee your dis- 
sent as to the provision of Federal ac- 
tion within State lines.” 

Judge Parker hesitated a moment and 
then replied: 

“I don’t like any secrecy tn public af- 
fairs, and I don’t mind telling you that 
1 did record my assent from the plat- 
form on account of this and certain oth- 
er provisions; as I propose to fight this 
battle over again In some later conven- 
tions. 

“The situation was just Nke thiss I 
and a few others.went into the Platform 
Committee differing with other them- 
bers on the question of resisting Federal 
encroachments on State home rule. We 
were confronted with a marked differ- 
ence of view. But let me say that 
throughout the long and trying sessions 
of the committee there was no varia- 
tion from the utmost good feeling among 
the members. 

“It made me feel giad that I had 
attended the convention. It also gave 
me the point of view of those having 
honest differences of opinion with me 
on questions of principle. While 
some of the contentions urged by part 
of my associates were contrary to 


those of my education and belief, yet 
I could not but feel that they were 

r con- 
victions as I was in mine. The one 
dominating sentiment was to formu- 
late a platform which would state 
honestly to the public the views of 
its framers.” 

' Supports Ticket Conmsistently. 
~“It was suggested to Judge Parker 
that since he had dissented from this 
provision of the platform, he and his 
friends might hesitate to support the 
ticket. 

“Not at all,” he replied. “On the 
contrary we will give our loyal sup- 
port to the action of the convention, 
and in this our action will be entire- 
ly consistent. We have already ac- 
pom lished a great deal, for the vote 
n the committee showed a very nar- 
row margin of only four votes against 
us on this most important provision 
on which we differ. ' 
“On the other hand, the Roosevelt 
administration its committed  irre- 
parably to central domination over 
the states, Our choice therefore is 
plain. It is with the parey whose tra- 
ditions are for the constitutional de- 
fense of the states against Federal 
eneroachment. We not only support 
the ticket, but our only hope of pre- 
coos “ara the status quo on these doc- 
trimes is to elect the ticket. 

“Those who feel as I do will un- 
derstand that a Republican Senate 
wii never consent to turn over tq a 
Democratic President any further ex- 
tension of power. And thus the pres- 
ent situation will be continued until 
We shall have another opportunity to 
ie another battle within party 

nes.”

candidate’s hand and climbed abeard his 
private oar. 

Earlier in the day, Mr. Bryan had 
paid his respects to ‘‘Fingy’’ Conners, 
New York's Democratic State Chair- 
man, and a varied assortment of dele- 
gates journeying eastward over the 
Burlington road. There was no lack 
of enthusiasm about Mr. Conners. He 
was very hot, very red Jn the face and 
seemingly very cheerful. Bustling up 
to the candidate he grabbed the can- 
didate’s hand and held on. 

“Mr. Bryan,” said he, “you are the 
next President for sure. We are go- 
ing to carry New York State for you.” 

The candidate’s smile, in acknowledge- 
ment of this flattering assurance, was 
a near-inspiration te Mr. Conners. 


Conners Takes a Vow. 


“That’s right, Mr.' Bryan,” said he, 
still clinging to the candidate's hand. 
“T mean every word of it. If We don’t 
carry New York, I will never shake 
your hand again. That is my vow.” 

This was strong and pretty work and 
the big crowd that choked the depot 
raised the cry of “Bryan is our next 
President,” and cheered lustily until 
the train pulled out with Conners wav- 
ing farewell from the rear platform, 

The remaining New York delegations 
paesed through Lincoln late in the af- 
ternoon and the Brooklyn delegates 
halted long enough to congratulate the 
candidate, shake hands with him and 
raise three tired cheers. 

The only real enthusiasm of the day 
was supplied by the local Bryan lea- 
gue, the Nebraska Traveling Men’s 
Association. Tegether their organisa- 
tions marched out to Fairview, headed 
by the biggest brass band ever seen 
in Lincoln, playing “La Paloma” in a 
fashion that caused a stampede of the 
Bryan cattle. 

From the porch of Fairview, Mr. 
Bryan made them a rousing speech 
and later he and Mrs. Bryan shook 
hands with everybody, including the 
members of the band. 

The Nebraska delegation, returning 
with triumphant banners after vocifera- 
tions unequalled in political or other 
history, and having participated riot- 
ously in convention proceedings, did not 
deliver what might properly be called 
a cheer at all, Minnesotans, however. 
having had less call for the exertion 
of their lungs at Denver, delivered the 
full three as a seal on Gov. Johnson's 
promise to support the ticket in every 
way possible. 

Assisted by Dakotans. 

In this, they, were ably assisted by 
North Dakotans, who came on the same 
train. The Nebraskans, however, look- 
ed their cheers out of their tired eyes, 
soothingly caressing their strained 
throats, It was to them—many of them 
fellow townsmen and members of either 
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the Lincoln Bryan Club or the Nebras- 
ka Traveling Men’s Bryan Club, that 
the nominee made his only speech of 
the day. 

The lawn, as a substitute for the 
porch, also was brought inte play by 
Mr. Bryan. The Minnesota and North 
Dakota, and the Ohio and Virginia dele- 
gations the last two coming together, 
were guided to the lawn, where the 
afternoon sun, which had been ex- 
erting its full summer strength all 
day, was warded off by the house. 

All were invited to be seated and Mr. 
Bryan set the example by sitting down 
in the middle of the circle, after the 
fashion of an Oriental story teller. 

In the course of the conversation on 
the iawn, Mr. Bryan said that he ex- 
pected to carry New York and that 
there was no other State in the Union 
in which it could be said he had no 
chance. 

Theodore A. Bell, 
chairman of the convention, called to 
pay jis respects. He said he expected 
Bryan to carry the coast. 

T. D. O’Brien of the Minnesota crowd 
assured Mr. Bryan that he and his com- 
panions had come to Fairview to assure 
him that Minnesota would fight her 
best to elect him. The convention fight 
was over, he said, and in the new fight 
all Democrats would stand together 
against the cemmon enemy. 

‘TIT remember no fights after they are 
over,’’ responded Mr. Bryan, informally. 
“Minnesota had a good man and stood 
by him. Mr. Johnson has telegraphed 
me, offering his support and I have no 
doubt he will do much good for the 
ticket during the campaign.”’ 

Only a Hydrant There. 

At this point, the Minnesotans, hot 
and weary after their ride and the ex- 
ertions in the convention, were led to 
the hydrant, at Mr. O’Brien’s request, 
and for a time the Fairview windmill 
was kept busy cooling parched throats. 
Thus relieved, the visitors delivered 
three fairly able cheers and departed 
for their train, which left shortly aft- 
erward. 

The last delegation of the evening 
Was one representing Ohio and Vir- 
ginia, nearly 200 strong. Seated in 
the center of a large cifcle on the 
lawn, Mr. Bryan gave them what one 
of them described as “just a nice 
farmer talk.” 

Shown Through the Home. 

All were put at their ease and in a 
short time there was none so humble 
as to fear to put in his little word 
anent the Bryan farm, over which 
most of them took a critical profes- 
sional interest, or the convention. All 
agreed as to the record-breaking qual- 
ities of the latter. Despite the size of 
the crowd, Mr. Bryan satisfied their 
obvious, though unexpressed curios- 
ity, by showing them through his 
resideuce. 

Mr. Brvyan’s curios excited much in- 
terest, but less than his workroom,

HOT SPRINGS, Va., July 11.—“I am 
entirely willing to turn the campaign 
over to my management elected except 
as to the question of general policy,” 
said William H. Taft, the Republican 
presidential candidate, today. 

Elmer Dover, secretary of the Re- 
publican National Committee, arrived 


today, and had a three-hour talk with 
Mr. Taft. 

“The campaign will be fought in the 
West,” said Mr. Dover. “The selection 
of the vice presidential candidate from 
the West and several of the planks of 
the platform plainly indicate to me that 
the Democrats do not intend to make 
any general effort for electoral votes in 
the East.’’

“Since I have been here,”’ he said to- 
day, “I have received a dozen checks 
from men who wished to be the first 
to subscribe to the campaign fund.”

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First Figures Issued by Demo- 
cratic Leaders Anticipate 
Strength in West. 
nee Se 


DO WITHOUT NEW YORK 
Empire State Left Out of Cal- 
culation, but Illinois Is 
Added to List. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LINCOLN, Neb., July 11.—William J. 
Bryan will endeavor te win without the 
aid of an Eastern state. His friends 
say they are enthusiastic in the belief 
that he will succeed. Mr. Bryan him- 
self will not discuss ways and means 
until'after his conference with the Na- 
tional Committee next Tuesday at Fair- 
view. 

It is known that Mr. Bryan’s original 
plans have been seriously disarranged 
by the failure of the East to supply a 
vice-presidential candidate. The ‘gen- 
eral impression here is that he will 
make no special fight in New York and 
the other Eastern states. He will leave 
that te the regular Democratic organ- 
izations and will direct his personal at- 
tack against Ohio and the debatable 
states west of the Alleghenies. ; 

It is known that he feels confident of 
ability to win the victory without New 
York. He admitted this to Herman 
Ridder of the New York Staats Zeitung, 
in a conference with him on the eve of 
the Denver Convention. 

Two States on Western Coast. 
Mr. Bryan is also certain, or says he 
is, that at least two of the Pacific 
Coast states will be found in his col- 
umn. 

The nomination of John’ W. Kern as 
running mate is eminently satisfactory 
to Mr. Bryan. He has said so a score 
of times today in conversation with 
home-going delegates. With Kern’s aid 
he hopes to pull Indiana back into the 
Democratic fold. 

Furthermore, he is confident of being 
able to carry Nebraska and duplicate 
the Bryan landslide of 1896 in his home 
state. His intimates further say that 
he is hopeful of carrying both the Da- 
kotas, Montana, Minnesota and Idaho. 
He looks to Roger Sullivan to land Il- 
linois Democratic, and asserts great 
confidence in the outcome of the fight 
in that state. 

If Mr. Bryan succeeds in his plan of 
campaign in the Middle West, north of 
the Ohio River, he will gather in 126 
electoral votes which for eight years 
have gone solidly to the Republican 
count. 

Bryan Claim 274 Votes. 

Tonight the Bryan men here figure 
a total of 274 electoral votes for their 
candidate, without including the vote 
of New York. Their calculation em- 
braces the Middle West thé solid South 
and the Pacific states of California, 
Washington and Oregon. 

No intimation is yet given of Mr. 
Bryan's choice for chairman of the 
national committee. There is a hint 
in circulation here that the campaign 
will be largely directed by a commit- 
tee of management, with Mayor Brown 
of Lincoln at its head. 

Mr. Bryan’s confidence in Mayor 
Brown's loyalty and ability is unlimit- 
ed and it is known that the candidate 
plans to put a big share of campaign 
responsibility upon his shoulders. 

Bryan is to make a home campaign, 
doing the most of his speech-making 
from the front steps of Fairview or 
make a whirlwind tour of the country. 
Mr. Bryan is undecided, but his clos- 
est friends predict that he will in- 
vade New York once and devote the 
rest of his energies to Illinois, Ohlo, 
Kansas, Nebraska, California, Wash- 
ington and Oregon. 

The man who is to finance the cam- 
paign has not been named. Many here 
believe that he will be Moses C. Wet- 
more, the St. Louis millionaire, who 
has been pouring contributions into 
the Democratic money bag for 12 years 
and who is one of the candidate’s clos- 
est friends. Col. Wetmore was the can- 
didate’s guest at Fairview one night 
last week.

The Democratic candidates for city 
ofices who thought’ that this was to 
be a “poor man’s campaign,’’ discover- 
ed their mistake yesterday when the 
Democratic Committee got them to- 
gether at headquarters and told them 
they must contribute from $300 to $1000 
apiece or get out of the race. 

None of the candidates paid the mon- 
ed assessed by the committee. Each 
took in under advisement and will let 
the committee know about it Wedmres- 
day of this week. 

“They won’t get any $600 from me,” 
said a candidate for sheriff. ‘‘I under- 
stood when I announced for the the 
nomination that the primary of August 
was to be without expense to the can- 
didates; that it was to be a poor man’s 
chance to try for office without having. 
to be held up. But now it seems that 
we have got to contribute $14,000 alto- 
gether. 

‘“T can’t raise the $600 asked of me, 
and I am not going to try.. But I am 
going to stay in the race all the same, 

Candidates Respond to Call. 

The Democratic City committee notl- 
fied all candidates for nomination at 
the primaries of August 4 to come to 
headquarters in the Liggett building at 
8 o’clock yesterday afternoon to meet 
a subcommittee and talk over plans of 
the campaign. About 2 candidates an- 
swered to the call. 

When they reached headquarters they 
were met by the following subcommit- 
tee: Paddy O’Donnell, W. J., Brennan, 
John Haney, Mike Kinney and Lawler 
Daley. 

Paddy O’Donnell of the Fifth Ward 
was in the chair. He said to the as- 
sembled candidates that the new pri- 
mary law provided for the payment by 
the city of the judges and clerks of 
the primary election, the printing of the 
ballots and various other expenses, but 
that it did net provide for the payment 
of Democratic watchers and challen- 
gers, nor for meals for them and the 
Democratic judges and clerks. 

Carriage Expenses Also. 

No provision was made either for 
carriages for the ward and precinct 
workers on primary day, and there were 
other expenses which were. ‘“‘unneces- 
sary to mention.”’ 

Mr. O’Donnell said: that it would re- 
quire about $14,000 to defray these ex- 
penses, and the candidates must raise 
it among themselves and turn it over 
to the committee. 

At this the candidates gasped. Mr. 
O’Donnell waited until the news had 
time to sink into their minds and then 
he announced that the committee had 


Judge should pay $300, and he asked 
John M. Dickson what he thought of it. 

Mr. Dickson did not attempt to hidb' 
his astonishment. He said he under- 
stood that the new primary law pro- 
vided for the payment by the city of 
the expenses of the primary, and he 
asked if that were not true.

Judge Robbins, an aspirant 
for that office, said he would call to- 
gether the other candidates for that 
place and would lay it before them and 
notify the committee. 

The candidates for the office of Cir- 
cult Attorney were told that their as- 
sessment was $400, and they, too, agreed 
to meet Monday afternoon and talk it 
over. 

High Priced Office. 

When Mr. O'Donnell announced that 
each candidate for the office of Public 
Administrator must contribute $1000, 
Garrad Strode almost’ fell from his 
chair. It was some time before he 
could get upon his feet. He said right 
out that it was more than he could 
stand, it was too much, and it was un- 
fair to tax him and his fellow candi- 
dates for that office $1000 apiece when 
candidates for other offices were get- 
ting off with $300. ; 

To this Mr. O'Donnell answered that 
he thought it was net unreasonabie 
when it was considered that the Public 
Administrator would make $100,000 in 
that office in the four-year term. 

Then all the other candidates 
and one who was running for Circuit 
Attorney said he wished he had known 
it, he would have made the race for 


Public Administrator. 
It was finally decided that all canqj- 


tes should meet early this week a 
Papert to the committee Wednesday.”

Both Men Nearly Exhausted 
From Gruelling Play 
and Heat. 


Orlando Vernon of St. Joseph, Mo., 
won the Central States Tennis cham- 
picnship yesterday afternoon on the 
courts of the Triple A in Forest Park 
ian a gruelling five-set contest with Paul 
Gieeson of St. Louis.

The match was played under a broil- 
ing sun that put the endurance of the 
players to a hard test, and the glare 
from the sand courts was blinding. Aft- 
er the fourth set, with two sets to the 
credit of each player, both Vernon and 
Gleeson were walking unsteadily as 
they left the courts for a short rest. 

The superior endurance of Vernon won 

tm the match. Gleeson played not 
only the more brilliant game of the 
two, but also the cleverest. He put into 
practice the every trick of the game 
experts are familiar with. Vernon stuck 
doggedly to a hard, steady and cau- 
tleus style of play. This succeeded at 
Yast in tiring Gleeson, and Vernon had 
the match pretty well in hand during 
the last two sets. 

Big Crowd Sees Match. 

In spite of the heat a great crowd wit- 
nessed the match. The clubhouse ver- 
anda and tennis terrace were filled with 
spectators and several hundred of the 
more enthusiastic lovers of the game 
surrounded the court on which the game 
was played. 

Gleeson started off the match in fine 
form. He worried Vernon by advancing 
to the net, even on his second ball 
serves. Vernon did not resort to lob- 
bing, until late in this set, when Glee- 
gon had him, 5—2. 

Then Vernon started lobbing. Glee- 
gon missed two or three easy lobs and 
this seemed to unsteady his aim. Ver- 
non began placing the balls low when- 
ever Gleeson advanced to the net and 
the St. Louls man was passed fre- 
quently.

' Vernon Is Quicker. 

The men battled hotly for the last 
part of the first set. Gleeson’s back- 
hand stroke was working well and he 
made several long smashes across court 
that brought great applause from the 
gallery. But Vernon was quicker and 
steadier on his feet and the games 
' stretched out long after the deuce point 
was called by Umpire Methudy. Vernon 
finally won the first set, 9—7. 

In the second set both men reversed 
their tactics. Vernon advanced to the 
net and for four straight games suc- 
ceeded in keeping Gleeson in the back 
ecurt and killing all of Gieeson’s at- 
tempts to pass him or lob over his head. 
Then the St. Louis expert. playing from 
the back court, found his lobbing dis- 
tance accurately and the set developed 
into an interesting struggle between 
ecientific tennis on Gleeson’s part and 
hard playing on Vernon’s.

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BISLEY, July 11.—Gen. Drain, cap- 
tain of the team of American marks- 
men was warmly congratulated today 
when the decisions were given in fa- 
vor of the riflemen and revolver shots 
from the United States who won the 
-rifle and revolver contests in the Inter- 
national match held in connection with 
the Olympic contésts. The American 
marksmen are now the champions o7 
the world. 

Starting with a lead at the end of 
the first range the Americans were 
never out of first place and with the 
exception of the 60-yard range they 
scored higher at each of the six ranges 
than any of their competitors. 

The American aggregate score was 
2631, that of the British team 2496, 
while the Canadian team scored 2439. 

When the last bullet had sped to its 
target Lord Cheylsmoore rushed for- 
ward to Gen. Drain and warmly con- 
gratulated him and the American team. 

The Crown Prince of Sweden came 
up while the General was still proudly 
pointing out the members of his team 
who had made particularly brilliant 
records, and congratulated the Gen- 
eral. 

Reception on the Range. 

For a quarter of an hour Gen. Drain 
held a reception on the range; every- 
body wanted to congratulate the visi- 
tors from over-sea. The American 
marksmen were individually surround- 
ed by little groups of Englishmen and 
foreigners, including many English 
army officers who examined the new 
Springficld rifle with the greatest in- 
terest. 

Gen. Drain said he was not at all sur- 
prised at the curiosity of the British 
marksmen. “I certainly think our ri- 
fles and our powder gave us an advan- 
tage over our rivals, but what I consid- 
er was chiefly responsible for our grand 
victory was good men and team work. 
From the commencement we 
Canadians, the Englishmen and our- 
selves. 

‘“‘We felt that if we could only hold 
our own on the shorter ranges we could 
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pe everybody at the long Gistance, — 
“I cannot say too much of the sporta- 
manlike attitude of the competing 
teams. 


“I consider the English combination 
to be one of the strongest teams ever 
known.

THOMPSON, Ga., July 11.—The Bryan 
platform of 1896 is the best evidence of 
the political depravity which prodguced 
the Bryan platform of 1908.

Hands Out a Fine Omen for 
Candidate, Says Clerk of 
Pollard’s Court. 








A clock that hangs on the wall of 
Judge William Jefferson Pollard’s Day- 
ten Street Police Court, which had been 
as silent as Tara’s harp since the panic 
set in last fall, started to ticking leudly 
a few minutes after the news of Wil- 
liam J. Bryan‘s nomination was re- 
ceived in St. Leuis. 

There was a life-size portrait of Pres- 
tdent Roosevelt immediately under the 
clock. The clerks and attaches of the 
court have spent many hours trying to 
get the clock to run, but it persistently 
refused to keep time. 

So far as any of the employes of the 
court know, the clock started voluniari- 
ly. It may have been by some strange 
freak of nature that the pendulum be- 
gan moving to and fro, or it may have 
been that some demonstration follew- 
ing the news of Bryan’s nomination set 
up a vibration that started the time- 
piece to working. 

“Nothing but the Truth.” 

“No one touched the clock,”’ said Chief 
Clerk William Carter, who is known as 
the man who can swear witnesses 80 
fast that it makes their heads swim. 

“When the panic set in last fall, the 
employes of the Police Court were not 
able to get their money for some time. 
The clock apparently struck, or I should 
say quit striking, in sympathy with 
us. 

“I worked on it, the janitor worked 
on it, and we had several clock men 
try their akill on it. The clock stopped 
just at 10 minutes to 12—the very min- 
ute that the clock in the convention hall 
at Denver was stopped Thursday night 
when the session ran over into the 
early hours of Friday morning. 

“We had not been in court long Fri- 
day until I heard the familiar ticking 
of the old timepiece. I examined it 
and found that it was running smooth 
as a top. 

An Omen for Election, 

‘Tt has been running all right ever 
since, and is keeping perfect time. I 
think the clock must have realized when 
Bryan was nominated that it was the 
beginning of the end of the Republican 
panic, 

“Roosevelt's picture still hangs under 
the clock, not far away from the pic- 
ture of Washington that Judge Pel- 
lard put up to inspire witnesses to tell 
the truth. On one side of the Roose- 
velt portrait is a picture of Gov. Folk, 
and on the other a picture of Mayer 
Wells. 

“To me the starting of the clock is 
an omen of Bryan's election next No- 
vember.”

How much would you pay for a lep- 
rous Chinaman? 

One is worth $50 a month to Dr. Mike 
Dwyer, quarantine physician, and $40 a 
month to John Werner, a trained nurse. 
To fend against the precious Celestial's 
escape, Werner does not leave his side 
day or night, and is conscientiously aid- 
ed by a large bulldog. 

Mong Wing ts the Chinamah’s name 
and it would not be many years under 
present circumstances at quarantine, 
before he would be worth his weight 
in gold, or at least in silver. He has 
been there nine months, but it was only 
a week ago that he appreciated so in- 
mensely his value, his financialworth 
theretofore having been not only zero, 
but a minus quantity. 

According to an ordinance, Dr. Dwyer 
is paid $100 a month when he nas no 
patient’. He gets $150 a month when 
he has. The recovery of a smallpox pa- 
tient a week ago left Ming Wong as the 
doctor’s only charge. Should he re- 
cover, or escape, Dr. Dwyer would have 
to worry along on $100 a month, und 
John Werner would be out of a job. 

Improvement as it may seem, Dr. 
Dwyer is using skill and originality in 
treating Mong Wing which seem to 
warrant a belief in his eventual cure, 


able. The yellow man has improved so 
much under Dr. Dwyer’s care that, save 
for a livid pallor, one would observe 
nothing unusual in the patient’s appear- 
ance. 

Dr. Dwyer has placed him on a diet 
of pork chops, and has him anointed 
daily with mysterious Indian oils, which 
are the physician’s secret. The ex- 
laundryman is also sent on cross-coun- 
try runs, vigilantly guarded by the nurse 
and the dog, except on ‘“‘washee” days, 
when he keeps his hand in by cleaning 
his own clethes. Certain drugs are also 
administered internally. 

From the behavior of those in author- 
ity at quarantine, one would believe 
that leprosy, celebrated as the most 
loathsome and contagious of diseases, 
does not deserve its ill repute. Werner 
lives with the patient in his cottage day 
and night, cooks for him and cares for 
him in the most nonchalant manner, all 
for $0 a month. 

Mrs. Dwyer, who has four young chil- 
dren, is a daily visitor on Mong Wing, 
much to the latter’s delight. She thinks 
nothing of standing five feet from him 
and talking with him for long periods. 
The bulldog is the least offish of all, 
seeming to find in Mong Wing as good 
a playfellew as a dog might wish. 

Werner says the only precaution he 
takes is refraining from touching Mong 
Wing whenever he has abrasions of the 
fingers. Dr Dwyer pronounces leprosy 
to be contagious only by contact, and 
then only in rare instances, except when 
the skin has been cut. 

The Chinaman is 27 years old and in- 
telligent. He caught the disease, he 
says, in San Francisce, and then, not 
knowing what ailed him, operated & 
laundry In Ferguson. 

When the head pains characteristic 
of leprosy smote him, he sought treat- 
ment at the City Hospital. He was there 
in the negro ward for three months be- 
fore it dawned on the docters that the 
eruption on hig skin might be leprosy.

Socialism, he 
said, would give freedom to woman, so 
that she could marry for love, instead 
of having to marry for economic rea- 
sons, ‘as she must do now.’’ He was 
very bitter against wealthy women. 

“The women of the upper crust are 
lacking in all the attributes of true 
womanhood,”’ he said. ‘“They give mon- 
key parties. They prefer the society of 
a poodle to a baby. They are worried 
about the servant problem. We will 
whisper into their jeweled ears the so- 
lution of it. 

‘‘We will tell them that when Social- 
ism is enthroned they will have to do 
their own work. The time is coming 
when no woman will get on her knees 
and scrub all day for a pampered para- 
site. More than 50 per cent of women 
now ‘have to marry for economic rea- 
sons, to find a home, to keep from star- 
vation.”’ 


He Denounces, Charity.’ 
Denouncing charity, the speaker con- 


tinued: “Give us simple justice for 
these who work and we will not need 
your charity. I don’t want any dude in 
a claw hammer coat dancing to feed 
me. I'll stand to the rack and feed my- 
self. That's why I’m a Socialist.” 

He said it made little difference to 
him whether he was elected President, 
but it did make a difference to the 
workingmen if they remained “wage 
slaves.”’

Then she took breath and 
screamed again, a shrill screech of ter- 
tor that rang and echoed among the 
big elm and walnut trees. A hundred 
other children stopped their play and 
ran to her. 

“Oh! Oh! A b-b-ig fly b-b-it me. A 
f-f-ly as big as a mouse,’’ she sobbed, 
and she held up a finger that was al- 
ready beginning to swell. 

Dempster Godlove, who is at the Grant 
farm to help look after the poor chil- 
dren of the tenement who are camping 
there, knelt beside her and took hold 
of her hand. “ 

Bumble Bee a “Big Fly.” 

“Oh,” he said. “‘That was a bumble 
bee that stung you.”’ , 

“It was a big fly, mister,’’ persisted 
the little girl, who ‘never in her life 
before had seen a green field or sat 
in a bed of clover. 

“Tt was a bee, and it stung you,”’ 
swered Godlove. 

And then Isadore Schwartz, who says 
he lives at vey en-thirteen-o-seventeen 
Carr street,’’ jumped up in the air and 
swung his cap and shouted to some 
boys over by the merry-go-round: 

‘Hey, fellers, come on, Rosie’s been 
stung. Come on.” 

The bee, or another just like it, was 
yet busy In the clover, and after God- 
love had put some. soft mud on the 
child's finger to draw out the soreness 
he caught the bee’ in his cap and showed 
it to the hundred boys and girls who 
stood nd listened with intense interest 
wihille he told them how it gathered 
honey from the flowers and stored it 
up in its comb. 

“An’ is dat where de honey comes 
from what you see in de stores?’ asked 
Reddie Hoxley, who was born in the 
room of a dark tenement that faces a 
narrow court on Biddle street, and who 
lives there with his father and mother 
and eight brothers and sisters. 

“Ah, what yer givin’ us, mister. Say, 
me mudder’s bin in de country an’ she 
knows a man what owns a bee an’ 
milks de honey out of it an’ sells it. 
It’s big as a horse. Come on, fellers, dat 
guy's stringin’ yer.”’ 

And the majority of those hundréd 
children don't know yet whether God- 
love or ‘“‘Reddy’’ had the right of it or 
whether honey is stored by bees or 
is milked from some animal like a 
cow.

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and gathered up the children, going into 
the poorest homes for them. 

The United Railways Co. furnished 
without cost the cars that carried the 
children to the depot, and the Iron 
Mountain Railroad gave a special train 
to carry them to the farm. 

Mr. Busch sent his landscape garden- 
er, Peter Jansen, to the farm with or- 
ders to turn the whole place over to the 
children and let them romp and run and 
wade in the creeks as much as they 
wished to.

MAYOR VETOES 
BILL FOR PARK 
ON SCHOOL SITE 


Wells Heeds Bates’ Advice 
That Ground Cannot Be 
Condemned Twice. 








Mayor Wells, upon the advice of City 
Counselor Bates, effectually put the 
lid on the project to turn into a public 
park the block of ground bounded by 
Cottage, Pendleton, St. Ferdinand and 
Goode avenues, and it will be used as 
a negro high school, in spite of the 
property owners in that part of the 
city. 

The Northwestern Protective Associa- 
tion has been fighting a project to have 
a negro school in the district, and had 
a bill introduced authorizing a bond 4s- 
sue of $100,000 to purchase the property 
from the Board of Education after it 
had been condemned, 

The bill passed without opposition and 
went to the Mayor for his signature. 
Then it was that the attorney for the 
Board of Education brought up the 
point that the city had no power to 
condemn property belonging to- the 
School Board. City Counselor Bates up- 
held this. 

Can’t Condemn Twice, 

He says the Board of Education is a 
municipal corporation, with the right 
to cendemn and with the power of 
eminent domain, which power is exer- 
cised to obtain property for public 
service and that the school site, having 
been selected for a public service, can- 
not be again condemned for another 
public service. 

The committee of the association will 
hold a meeting today to discuss this un- 
expected phase in the matter. The 
members had beliéved the Mayor would 
not oppose the wishes of the people 
who protested and the will of the Muni- 
cipal Assembly.

165 PAID FOR WIRE 


Disconnection Made by Dig- 
ging in Street-—May Cause 
Suit for Damages. 


If the electric light plant in the Rozier 
Hotel, Thirteenth and Olive streets, 
would be accomodating enough to break 
down it would give Ernest L. Thesieres, 
the proprietor, a cause of action for 
damages against the Union Electric 
Light and Power Company. 

Mr. Thesieres paid the Missouri-Edi- 
son Company $165 for an emergency or 
breakdown connection on a_ contract 
which provided that he should pay me- 
ter rates for any service consumed, Mr. 
Thesieres was under the impression that 
the contract was to run for an indefinite 
period. 

Some time after Union Electric took 
over the Missouri-Edison plants it made 
a demand upon .Mr. Thesieres for $150 
a month for the breakdown connection. 
The hotel man paid no particular at- 
tention to the demand until Union Elec- 
tric sent a man around to disconnect 
the emergency wire. 

Wire Disconnected in Street. 

As Mr. Thesieres had paid for the 
wire he considered that it was his pro- 
perty and he informed the Union Elec- 
tric disconnector that if he intruded on 
the premises he would do so at his own 
risk. 

Some time later Mr. Thesieres dis- 
covered a party of laborers in the street 
in front of his hotel digging away to- 
ward China. They had a city permit 
to dig up the streets, and when they got 
down deep enough they disconnected 
the emergency wire that ran into the 
hotel. 

The hotel man consulted his lawyer. 
He was informed that he would have a 
cause for damages when his plant broke 
down, but Mr. Thesferes has such an 
excellent plant that it shows no dis- 
position to get him into a lawsuit by 
suddenly quitting its job. 

The Planters Enlarges Plant, 

The Planters Hotel recently was com- 
pelled to enlarge its electric plant to 
escape a vety high charge for an emer- 
gency connection. The hotel formerly 
had a “break down’ connection at a 
low rate, but when the Union got con- 
trol of the local field it insisted upon 
a price that made it necessary for the 
hotel to inerease the capacity of the 
plant, 

The Jefferson Hotel has one of the 
lowest rates in St. Louis, given to pre- 
vent a private plant being put in. The 
rate is two cents a kilowatt hour. — 

There is only one or two lower rates 
in St. Louis. The hotel builders were 
figuring on an electrical plant when i 
was put up, but Union Electric came in 
with such a low bid that it was de- 
cided to accept the contract. 

When the Hamilton Hotel was being 
erected the management went to the 
Missouri-Edison Co., which had not 
then been absorbed by the Union, and 
requested a bid. The company offered 
to take the contract at 12 cents a kilo- 
watt hour. 

Lower Rate to Get Contract. 

When the management decided to put 
in an electrical plant the company went 
back and offered a much lower rate. 
The dynamos had already been pur- 
chased and the plant was installed. 
Union Electric has since made efforts 
to get the contract, but has failed in 
competition with the private plant. 

Several other hotels using Union Elec- 
tric services are complaining of high 
bills... The New American Hotel, Sev- 
euth and Market streets, which was re- 
cently constructed, is equipped with a 
very fine electric light, power and heat- 
ing plant. 

The piant was built to furnish light al- 
so to the American Theater, which is 
one of the most brilliantly illuminated 
play houses in the West. Such an il- 
lumination as the theater now has 
would have been financially impossible 
its operators say, at Union Electric 
rates.

Postoffice May Lose Through 
War Between Banks and 
Express Companies.

FIGHT THREE-CORNERED 
Financial Institutions Are After 
Fees, and Sue Their 
Competitors. 





In the efforts of banks to sypersede 
the express companies in the mney or- 
der business, Uncle Sam unconsciously 
has been dragged into the war and his 
postoffices will probably guffer a de- 
cline in the postal order department. 

A committee of the St. Louis Clearing 
House, of which J. A. Lewis is chair- 
man, has formulated an agreement to 
cash at par money orders issued under 
the new system of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, and it has been signed 
by all the banks in the Clearing House. 

Banks Perfect System. 

With this system the association 
banks will enter into active competition 
with the express companies ana the 
postoffices. The banks will make their 
orders payable in gll the reserve cities 
of the United States, besides the cen- 
tral reserve cities of New York, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis. 

It will cost no more to get a money 
order from a bani than a postoffice or 
an express company and postoffice offi- 
cials anticipate that there will be a 
material reduction in the postal money- 
order business, as a result. Officials of 
express companfes, however, say they 
are not alarmed. 

The St. Louis Postoffice money order 
department does an average daily busi- 
ness of about $25,000 in the summer and 
$45,000 in the Christmas period. One of- 
ficial said Saturday that it may be- 
come necessary to dispense with a clerk 
or two if the banks succeed in getting 
the money order business they expect. 

May Supersede Drafts, 

The agreement signed by the banks 
does not obligate them to cash any order 
they see fit to reject, but if they ac- 
cept it no collection fee will be charged. 
Heretofore most of the money order 
business of banks has been in the shape 
of drafts, on which fees are optional. 

The Bankers’ Association has an ac- 
tion pending before <he Interstate Com- 
merce Commission challenging the right 


,of the express cov’iiparies to eng ige itn 


the money order business. 

Officers of exprass companies in St. 
Louls said Saturday that they were not 
worried by the new move of the banks. 

‘People are accustomed to come to us 
for money orders,” said one officer, 
‘and they will continue it. 

“The system of the banks !s no bet- 
ter than that of the express companies. 
Our system is simi‘ar to the postal or- 
der business except tnat it has less red 
tape.”’

BEFORE NATIVES 


Newell and Circus Tent Will 
Visit Hotbeds of Vice at 
Seaports. 








AWAKENING DESIRED 


Soldiers in the Islands Also 
Will Hear Gospel Preached 
by Reformer. 


Carrying the Gospel to. the White 
heathen in China is the strange ano- 
maly proposed by William R. Newell, 
an evangelist who is preaching in a 
circus tent in the heart of East St. 
Louis. 

Mr. Newell proposes to go to Shanghal, 
one of the largest and wickedest cities 
jn China, and try to reform and convert 
the Americans and Europeans who live 
there. He will rent the opera house in 
the British concession in that city and 
begin a campaign against sin in the 
very hot-bed of sin. 

After that he will move on Hong- 
kong, another seat of iniquity, and then 
to Tientsien and Pekin, all of which 
have large Caucasian populations which, 
according to Mr. Newell, are greatly 
in need of an awakening in the Lord. 

“The European ‘concessions’ in China 
are the cesspools of the world,’’ said 
Mr. Newell to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, in speaking of his 
plan to go to China next fall as a mif#- 
sichary among the white heathen. 

‘The white men in the European con- 
cession of Shanghai are without re- 
siruint in their wickedness. The Chi- 
nese government has turned the con- 
Cessions over to them and they are 80 
far away from home and so steeped in 
wickedness that it is time missionaries 
Wet over to save them. 


Evil Resorts Flourish There.

Fewer Idle Freight Cars, Few- 
er Idle Men, Increase 
in Trade.

HE gradual return of prosperity 
throughout the United States 
igs shown by reports received by 

rtelegraph by the Post-Dispatch from 
commercial and industria] centers. In. 
creased trade and a decreased number 
of idle men, fewer empty freight cars, 
an bumper crops are the most en- 
couraging features of the situation as 
thus presented. 

IN ST. LOUIS. 

The sun of prosperity, but lately in 
partial eclipse, is beaming again on St. 
Louis. Many factories that have been 
shut down for longer or shorter periods 
are resuming. The whistles are calling 
the workmen back to their jobs, and the 
whirr of machinery tells of the return 
of normal conditions. 

Factory inspectors say that something 
like 40,000 men who have been out of 
work are being called back to their old 
jobs. The prediction is that in a short 
time the hard times of 1908 will be only 
an unpleasant recollection. 
IN CHICAGO, i 

In the Chicago’ territory it is esti- 
mated that ten thousand railway men 
are out of employment. Another 10,000 
are out in the manufacturing business. 
‘Three thousand clerks in wholesale and 
ret2zii districts are without ‘employ- 
ment.

men are out of work. Structural iron 
workers and bricklayers and carpenters 
form the majority. 

Even with this showing, conditions 
have greatly improved within six 
months. Fully 10,000 railroad men have 
gone back to work in that time. The 
packers laid off 5000 last winter, of 
whom half have returned. 

The total of 9,000 unemployed last 
wirter has been reduced to about forty 
thousand. The idle cars in the Chica- 
go district has been reduced one-half 
since the high number reached in May. 
liliois will have a winter wheat crop 
of 40,000,000 bushels, which is a little 
less than last year. The oats crop will 
be 125,000,000 bushels, which is 20,000,000 
more than last year. The corn crop 
cenditions and acreage suggest a crop 
of 825,000,000 bushels, about the same as 
last year, 

IN CINCINNATI, 

A leading industrial agency reperts 
at least twenty-five thousand men out 
of employment now in Cincinnati, with 
comparatively few finding re-employ- 
met:. Crops are uniformly good and 
prices the best all around on farm prod- 
ucts in years. Every trunk line enter- 
inv the city reports a steady increase in 
freight business, not a great increase, 
but noticeable. 

IN INDIANA, 

There are probably twelve thousand 
to fifteen thousand men still unemployed 
in the industrial centers of Indiana. 
Conditions in this regard are slowly 
improving. Factories generally are 
showing a gradual improvement, espe- 
cially in agricultural implements. Rail- 
road traffic is improving rapidly. Grain 
ears are in good demand, but the coal 
roads have many cars standing idle, 
many hundreds in some quarters. Con- 
ditions generally may be quoted fairly 
good along almost all lines. 

IN TENNESSEE, 

Labor is plentiful and crops in splen- 
did condition throughout Tennessee. 
The cotton crop prospects indicate a 
yield above the average. 

Many men have been out of work, but 
the number recently has been lessened 
by the demand for farm labor and the 
resumption of the Binghampton Car 
Works. Lumber mills and the timber 
industry have been principally affected 
by hard times, some mills shutting 
down and others running. short time. 
Freight business is fair, and the num- 
ber of empty cars little above the avep- 
age, except those devoted to the lum- 
ber trade. Conditions generally are im- 
proving. 5 

IN ARKANSAS. 

Industrial conditions throughout Ar- 
kansas have materially improved in the 
last two months, and all unemployed 
labor, except in the Iron Mountain 
shops, returned to work several weeks 
ago. The Iron Mountain shops will re- 
sume operations this month. 

The State of Arkansas has never had 
a better crop propspect than at pres- 
ent. The cotton crop especially is in fine 
condition and planters residing in the 
Arkansas cotton belt say fhe 1908 crop 
promises to be the largest in 25 years. 
Little Rock business men expect an 
unusually large trade this fall. The 
railroads report freight traffic steadily 
improving, with prospects of an unus- 
ually fine business the remainder of the 
summer. 

IN TEXAS, 

The labor situation in Texas is .good. 
It is asserted that there is more em- 
ployment available for the workingman 
in Texas now than there has been at 
any other time for several years. This 
applies to the farms, the shops and 
building trades. There is some slack in 
the manufacturing line, but Texas Is 
not a great manufacturing State, and 
the slight temporary curtailment of fac- 
tory forces is of little moment. 

There is a scarcity of farm laborers. 
Some of the railroads have been clos- 
ing their shops for a brief period at in- 
tervals during the few months, but most 
of them are now running full force. No 
man is out of work in Texas, except 
from choice. The freight traffic of the 
railroads shows a heavy falling off, as

Crop conditions throughout the State 
are excellent. The cotton crep is just 
beginning to move. It promises to be a 
bumper one. The corn crop is also big. 
Business in all lines of trade is good. 

IN KENTUCKY. 

Business conditions in Kentucky are 
worse than in years, notwithstanding 
the abundant crops, giving work to farm 
laborers and the general prosperous 
condition, due to three successive sea- 
sons of fine crops and good times gen- 
erally. 

Kentucky, especially Central 
tucky, has thriven chiefly upon the pro- 
duction of tobacco, fine horses and whis- 
ky. These three industries have been 
paralyzed from various causes, and 
thousands of people have been thrown 
out of work. 

The railroads have scores of idle 
freight and passenger cars, and scores 
of giant steam engines standing idle 
upon the sidetracks in the railroad 
vards. 

IN LOUISIANA, 

“Movement of freight has shown a 
giadual and permanent increase in the 
last three weeks,’ declared Seely Dunn, 
president of the Southern Demurrage 
and Storage Bureau, a car service main- 
tained by all Southern railroads at New 
Orleans. ‘‘While the increase has not 
been heavy,’ he said, “it serves as a 
good indication of healthy prospects. 
There is an upward tendency in all lines 
of industry and commerce, but the re- 
vival is slow. I estimate that the car 
movement in my territory is still off 
40 per cent, meaning that freight busi- 
ness is 60 per cent of normal.” 

In the south central portion of Louisi- 
ana.the cypress lumber interests, which 
under normal conditions contribute $14,- 
00.000 annually to the wealth of the 
State, are gradually getting back on 
the old basis. There is a bumper sugar 
cane crop in progress. 
season is on, the harvesting of cane will 
utilize between 10,000 and 12,000 field 
hands, and at that time it is expected 
that the labor question will be of seri- 
ous moment. Devastating floods in 
hoth the Red River and Mississippi 
River valleys have injured the cotton 
crop to a great extent, and some of the 
larger planters have abandoned their 
fields for the season, The situation 
niong the Red River én Avoyelles. De 
Scto, Rapides and Cadio parixnes tis 
still acute, thousands of tenants heing 
rendered homeless by overflow water 
and deprived of the means of making a 
livelihood in the fields this year. The 
Southern Pacific shops at Algiers. Ta.. 
resumed operations this week on the 
reguiar six-day schedule, elving employv- 
ment to 1600 idle workers. 

IN MISSISSIPPI. 

Mississippi's general business outlook 
compares favorably with this period 
last year. The only indication of depres- 
sion is in the lumber manufacturing dis- 
trict, where many mills have been 
closed down gince last October on ac- 
count of the era of low prices. There 
has been a slow, but steady resumption. 
of mills in the last three weeks, and in- 
dications are that practically every lum- 
ber plant in the State will be in opera- 
tion within the next 30 days. A better 
crop outlook could not be reasonably 
asked, especially in the cotton fields. 
The last Government condition report 
gave Mississippi a high percentage, and 
since June 25, when the report was com- 
piled, there has been a steady improve- 
ment, due to ideal weather conditions. 


IN NEBRASKA, 

With all factories and shops in Oma- 
ha and its vicinity running full time, 
with almost certain assurance of an- 
other year of bountiful crops in Ne- 
braska and surrounding states, the in- 
dustrial outlook. is most promising. La- 
bor in all lines is well employed. There 
are more idle cars than at this period 
for five years, but the car demand has 
recently increased, principally because 
of an Increase in the movement of grain. 

IN IOWA, 

Secretary George H. Wells of the 
lowa Grain Dealers’ Association an- 
nual extimate shows crops in Iowa to 
be slightly above normal, with pros- 
pects for the future favorable. The de- 
mand for cars has not begun, and 
there promises to be as good handling 
of the crop by the railroads as last year, 
which was extremely favorable. State 
Labor Commissioner E. D. Brighton 
Says that there are 10,000 idle men. 
lreight business is reported about nor- 
mal the last month. Prospects are con- 
sidered bright for Iowa in railroad cir- 
cles. 


IN KANSAS, 

Heasian fly, straw 
wheat destroyers have lessened the 
Kansas yield of wheat. Fhe corn crop 
will be the heaviest in the State’s his- 
tory. Up to now there has been a heavy 
demand for unskilled labor. Freight 
business must be good, as grain men 
complain of a scarcity of cars.

thor. 

The President's books always have 
been big sellers. Mr. Putnam of G. P. 
Putnam's Sons, the firm which pub- 
lished all of Mr. Roosevelt’s earlier 
works, said today: 

‘Since 1884, when we first began to 
publish them, we have sold 1.600,000 vol- 
umes. There are 15 different works in 
all and include his works on civic af- 
fairs, his Western stories and his history 
of the naval war of 1812. They are still 
gcod sellers.” 

Scribners announce they have sold 
more than 200,000 coptes of “The Rough 
Riders,’’ published in 1899; 100,000 of 
“Oliver Cromwell,” a $2 book; 90,000 of 
“The Roosevelt Book,’”’ a supplemental 
reader for school children, and at least 
25,000 of “Outdoor Pastimes of an Amer- 
ican,’’ which retails for $3. 

Hi. Rate the Highest. 

In addition to this there are special 
editions de luxe and his contribution to 
the “American Statesman Series.’’ The 
ordinary royalty allowed {fs 10 per cent, 
but it is known that the President in- 
variably. gets a higher rate. One pub- 
lisher estimates that the earnings from 
his books, entirely apart from his maga- 
zine articles, is in the neighborhood of 
$2EC,000. 

The publishers expect that at least 
200,000 copies of the articles on African 
hunting in book form will be disposed 
of. As these are to be sold at about $2 
a volume, the President will receive 
an additional $1 a word. This is the rec- 
ord rate.

The man who has lived more adventures than 
the nature fakers can invent will p‘lot the Presi- 
dent through that part of the Dark Continent into 
which every graduated sportsman must have gone 
before he has won his spurs. Grwat hunter though 


he is, Mr. Roosevelt does not as yet rank with 
Mr. McMillan and the world’s premier shooters of 
big game. He must kill the lion, the gorilla, the 
elephant, the rhinoceros and the royal Bengal 
tiger before he may sit at the right hand of Nim- 
rod. 

He has never hunted outside his own country 
and Canada, and in these there is but a single 
creature which is shot at any great peril to the 
sportsman. This is the grizzly bear, which has 
but one rival as big game—the tiger. Not even 
lion hunting is so hazardous as the pursuit of the 
grizzly and the great striped cat of the Indian 
jungle. 

Mr. Roosevelt is anxious to take all the degrees 
in his chosen sport. While he has not sald so, 
it is considered almost certain that he intends 
going from Africa to Asia, there to round out his 
career as a hunter of big game. All the great 

en go this route—shooting the man kill- 
ers of three continents before they sit down, like 
Alexander, to despair of 1aore worlds to conquer. 

The President is now, perhaps, the ranking big 
game hunter in America. There are a few men, 
like Col. William F. Cody, William T. Hornaday, 
Casper Whitney. and John F, Phillips, who have 
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killed more or as much big game 
tinent as Mr. Roosevelt ~t but the Prmahene 
perhaps surpasses the~ in variety, for he has 
made it a point to shoot everything in the way 
of big game to be found between the Rio Grande 
and the Arctic Circle. He has ven gone into 
a Texas to shoot the peccary, simply be-

He is quite prepared for Africa and Asia. He 
has stood stanch before a charging grizzly and 
coolly placed his shots until he had to leap aside 
as the dying creature rushed past. He has ex- 
perienced the degree of peril in facing a wounded 
bull elk. He has shot puma, buffalo, antelo; » 
deer, moose, caribou, wildcat and wo'f. 

Mr. McMillan will give him new sport with other 
creatures. They may hunt the lion, gorilla 
rhinoceros, hippopotamus, elephant, the African 
buffalo, the eland, springbo« and other varieties 
of African deer, the zebra, the fast-disappearing 
giraffe and that strange creature, the wi.debeest, 
or gnu. | 

A St. Louisan has said: “McMillan is the only 
rich man in this city who -~ows how to enjoy 
his money.” He is a lover of wild places, wild 
creatures, wild men. A man of wealth he goes 
seeking adventure through the African interior 
with such a caravan as Sheba took to see the glory 
of Solomon. Friend of Menelik, Abyssinia’s King, 
sometimes resident of Lond ., explorer beyond the 
Soudan, elephant hunter on the Blue Nile, lord of 
& manor upon the edge of the jungle in British 
East Africa, Mr. McMillan is an international 
figure. 

He isthe son of the late William McMillan, 
founder of the old St. Louls var and Foundry 
Co., in which jhe family fortune was made. He 
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still has business and family ties here. His moth- 
er lives at 25 Portland place, and he is himself 
not yet quite 40. Like her sportsman husband, 
Mrs. McMillan is also fond of the chase and the 
junc’>, is a brave and good shot, and frequently 
accompanies him upon extensive hunting trips. 

The McMillan place to which the London papers 
announce that the President is going is called 
Juja Farm.

Some 1600 fhersons Icoked at the 
prisoner in the Fort Worth Jail. 
Many had known Wolf from child- 
hood. Hundreds said the prisoner 
was, without doubt, the Fort Worth 
murderer. Others declared him to 
he somebody else, Nevertheless, the 
Wan,of mystery, whoever he may be, 
“Mas tacen to the Penitentiary to 
serve the sentence imposed on Joe 
Wolf by the courts. 

There have been weird mysteries 
of identity ever since criminal law 
became a science. But the case in 
Texas promises to eclipse anything 
of the kind ever known in the South- 
west, 

The facis are, in a nutshell, just 
this: A man was arrested in Reno 
nd locked up on the charge that 
he was Wolf; a Texas officer went 
for him and took him to Fort Worth: 
the people cf Fort Worth looked at 
the prisoner and were of divers opin- 
ions; V'olf's sister !ooxed at him and 
aererte be Was not he brother: 
after that Wolf’s mother wouldn’t 
even go to see him; certain marks 
by which Wolf >-ight have been iden- 
tied were not found on the pris- 
oner; but he was officlally declared 
to be Wolf and taken to the State 
Prison. 

Joe Wolf has had a remarkable 
criminal career. Once in Kansas City 
three policemen were dismiseed from 
the force on the charge of protecting 
him and shielding him from arrest. 
Twice in his life ‘e has escaped 
from the Fort Worth Jail and each 
time a scandal involving officials of 
the prison resulted. He is known 
as an elusive, slippery individual. 

Three years ago he was convicted 
of murdering a man named Jim Wil- 


son. and the Court « ntenced him to” 


40 years in the Penitentiary. While 
awaiting a transfer to the State Pris- 
wou Wolf was confined in the Fort 
Worth Jail.

Among the hundreds Who visited 
the Jail was a sister of Wolf.

“That's 
not my brother,” she said and turned 
on her heel to leave the Jai). 

Joe Wolf's mother is old and feeble. 
It is difficult for her to make trips 
about the town and she cannot stand 
much excitement. She was asked why 
she did not go to see the prisoner at 
the Jail. She replied that her daugh- 
ter had seen the man, fhat he was not 
Joe, that she had no interest in him 
and would not make a trip which

UPPOSING you woke up some 

S morning and found $5,000,000 

deposited on your front door- 
step? 

What would you do? 

“Well, there are about 80,900 par- 
sons in St. Louis and there would be 
800,000 different emotions ar 800,000 
various plans for saving it or spend- 
ing it or exploring the multitudinous 
avenues of pleasure {t would open 
up; that is if some of the recipients 
did not drop dead *'ith joy at the 
dazzling discovery. 

But woul’ you stick that fortune 
in your vest pocket and go placidly 
on your commenplace way without 
the quiver of an eyelid or the quick- 
ening of your pulse? 

Hardly. 

Yet thet is practically what Wil- 
liam Smith Mason did. 

From a small country banker he 
has become over night the man with 
a fortune. 

But in reality he has become “The 
Man With a Problem.” 

He doesn’t know what to do with 
his money. He had enough before, 
erough to pursue his contented course 
with his wife and charming daughter. 
Now he has so much that it is a 


puzzle to find the proper disposition 


o* his wealth. 

But it is no more a puzzle to him 
than to classic Evanston, the ex- 
clusive Chicago suburb, where he has 
lived all his life. Evanston is won- 
dering how he is going to get along 
with so much money. It knows his 
simple tastes, his honest, uneventful 
life and his almost negative ambi- 
tion. So it is anxious to discover 
how he will escape the incubus of 
sudden wealth. 

“T don’t know,” says Smith Mason 
himself, which is a long speech for 
him. He is an heir sot only to 
millions, but to Silence. 

His legacy is part of the immens 
fortune piled up by a canny Scots- 
man a half-century back in Missouri, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. 

Around those millions is woven a 
veritable Romance pt Reticence. 

Directly he is the heir «* “Silent” 
Smith, who died in far-away Japan 
on his honeymoon. The latter was 
the sole legatee of old George Smith, 
who died nine years ago, leaving a 
fortune of more than $50,000,000, As 
that immense sum was garnered in 
the vicinity of Chicago, it seems a 
propitious fate that sends a goodly 
share back there. 

William Smith Mason is a rea) 
estate dealer and banker in a smal! 
way at Evanston. He is a follower 
of the simple life, known to few, in- 
timate with none, with a large capa- 
city for minding his own business. 

His social intercourse rarely ex- 
tends beyond his modest little home 
and the family of three is all in all. 
If he has any particular ambitions his 
fellow townsfolk, who have ‘ nown 
him all his life, have been unable to 
discover them.

They promise to 
make him an Andrew Carnegie, a 
Peter Cooper, another Alexander the 
Great, or a St. Francis di Assissi, the 
last being the gentleman of an older 
seneration who gave even his clothes 
awag. 

Some of the things Mr. Mason has 
been asked to invest in are automo- 
biles, gas fixtures, sewing machines, 
needles, chances on a rofa pillow 
sent by a Wisconsin woman who has 
found married life a failure, self-ris- 
fag real estate,. Insurance, persona: 
property, belt lines and «canals, citys 
blocks, farms, account books, irri- 
getion, bonds, hunting equipment 
and about everything else that is for 
aale for money.

But these methods of putting his 
wealth to beneficent uses appeal to 
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him as little as they wuuld Have to 
the two ancestors from ‘whom his 
money comes. 

Away back in 1833 George Smith, 
a young Scotsman, potn in Aberdeen- 
shire in 1807, left London to win his 
fortune in the New World. As he left 
he declared: ‘I will go to America, 
make a fortune there and come bac 
to London to live in quiet leisure, Il 
shall have a seat in the London Club 
at the table where the politicians tell 
their stories: I will listen to them 
in silence. [ shall never lack for 
good books to read and time to spend 
with the great writers of the world. 
That is my ideal.”’ He achieved it 
to the full. 


Invested in Lots. 


Arriving here he immediately 
struck out for Chicago. Realizing 
the rich commercial possibilities of 
that undeveloped region, he converted 
al) his property in cash and invested 
it in Chicago city lots and in the 
wild lands where the city of Mil- 
waukee now stands. Prices rose rap- 
idly and in 1836 he sold out his hold- 
ings and returned to Scotland with a 
comfortable fortune. But he came 
back again in 1839. 

He seemed to possess some secret, 
magical way of making money, liv- 
ing like a hermit, shunning his fel- 
low man, wuncommunicative as the 
tomb, stealthy as a spy in the enemy's 
lines. A kind of amiable Grandet, 
Palzac’s celebrated miser, without 
that old villain’s agonizing lust for 
gold, was this primordial Smith. 

On his return he obtained from the 
Wisconsin Legislature a charter for 
the Wisconsin Marine and Fire In- 
surance Co., which enabled him to 
receive deposits and to issue certifi- 
cates to the extent of $1,500,000. In 
the same year he started a banking 
house in Chicago, which was the 
first legitimately conducted institu- 
tion of the kind in that city. 

As the country had no good cur- 
rency at that t'me, advantage was 
taken of the Marine company’s cer- 
tificates, receipts of deposit being is- 
sued and circulated as currency and 
soon became the fsvorite means of 
commercial transaction between the 
two states. 

Then he established two banks in 
Georgia. They were largely tised as 
banks of issue. Large quantities of 
notes were signed at them and then 
were shipped to Chicago for circula- 
tion. This Georgia currency was 
fairly well received, for Smith's note 
was known to be es .ood as his bond 
and better then the wild-cat money 
of the ante-bellum days. 

But it aroused the hostility of other 
Chicago bankers, who combined, col- 
lected as many of the bills as they 


could get together, end sent Elihu H. 
Washburne, afterward Minister to 
France, down to Georgia to break the 
Smith banks. But Smith had been 
informed of the projected raid and 
easily accumulated enough funds to 
meet the demand. Moreover, bis 
cashiers pun‘shed Washburn by pay- 
ing him in smal] coin, thus compel- 
ling him to carry back to Chirago a 
load of specie which would have bur- 
dened a pac’ train. 

Later Smith invested in farm lands 
throughout Missouri, [llinois and 
Wisconsin, also accumulating large 
holdings of railyoad bonds. His 
wealth doubled und trebled rapidly, 
and in 1862 he returned to London 
and retired to the solitude of his club, 
which he scarcely ever left. 

It is said that when he was dissolv- 
ing partnership with an old associ- 
ate, he paused after accounting for 
the most minute detail, and then said 
thoughtfully: 

“Oh, by the way, Aleck,” there are 
the bedclothes upstairs,” 

And the two old quilts upon the 
beds in the room above the bank, 
where both lived, were accordingly 
divided. 

He lived to the ripe old age of 92, 
dying in 1899. 

When his will was opened there 
was a surprise on two continents 
when his fortune was found to exceed 
$50,000,000. Few knew that the old 
banker was possessed of such im- 
mense wealth, and he had been such 
a recluse for a quarter of a century 
that even his identity was almost for- 
gotten. The choice of his he'r caused 
even greater surprise. The fortune 
was left to a nephew, James Henry 
Smith, a practically unknown bro- 
ker on Wall street, who had gained 
the sobriquet “The Silent,” because of 
his reticence and hermit-live life. 

People asked “Who is Smith?” and 
the heir to one of the greatest Amer- 
ican fortunes became a subject of 
nine davs’ wonder. 


Entered the ‘‘400.’’ 


Little was learned of him, except 
that he was a member of the Union 
Club and had aetaste for fine paint- 
ings and rare first editicns. The 
richest bachelor in the world, society 
was not long finding him out, and 
under the chaperonage of Mrs. Stuy- 
vesant Fish he ented the inner por- 
tals of the “400.” There he was as 
taciturn as before and society consid- 
ered him an almost hopeless case. 


The next surprise in Lis career was 
his marriage. He fell in love with 
Mrs. Rhinelander Stewart, who had 
just secured'a divorce in South Da- 
kota. They were married in Scot- 
land and started on a honeymoon 
around the world. He was stricken 
with Bright's disease on a ship near 
Japan and died soon after being 
taken ashore. 


At his marriage his wife relin- 
quished her dower richts for a cash 
settlement of $15,000,000. Under h's 
wilt she recetved an additional $3.- 
0,000. The bulk of his fortune was 
left to his nephews. 


To George Grant Mason of Aber- 
deen, 8. D., went $10,000,000; to Wil- 
‘am Smith Mason $5,000,000. O:her 
Evanston heirs are Mary A. Roosbach, 
sister, $250,000; Mabe] M. Mills, sie 
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ter, $250,000; George Pratt* 3mith, 
nephew, interest on $484,430 until 30 
years old, absolute ti.ereafter; Thom- 
as Eddy, cousin, $100,000; Lucy Ma- 
son Vose, niece, $250,00-. 

Admiration for George Grant Ma- 
son and William Smith Mason on the 
part of old George Smith is disclosed 
as the real reason why they are made 
the principal heirs of “Silent” Smith. 
The old Scotsman «cross the sea had 
watched their careers closely and 
their ways pleased Lim mightily. 

He paid the expeuses of their edu- 
cation at Yale and Stevens Institute 
of Technology. Afterward, following 
the old hermit’s wishes, both the boys 
started in to learn railroading in the 
machine shops of the St. Paul road, 
of which George Smith was one of the 
heaviest stockholders. 


An Unique Agreement. 


At the death of the founder of the 
fortune neither of the Masons was re- 
membered in the will, but it was 
understood that “Silent” Smith, the 
legatee, was instructed to take care 
of them at his death. Thus the 
unique agreement carried over from 
one generation to another is ful- 
filled. 

“Silent” Smith's great fortune was 
found to have dwindled from the 
original $50,000,000 to $25,000,000. A 
great share of it, of course, went to 
his wife, but it was learned that he 
had placed a large sum in trust for 
brother “Jack,” the “black sheep” of 
the family, now said to be in Chile.

But the 
great value of many captive or do- 
mestic creatures has given rise to an 
animal surgery almost as complicated 
and wonderful as tl.2 human surgery 
of the hospital operating room. 

Many curious and thrilling stories 
are told of operations performed on 
beaste, patients being such for- 
midable creatures as lions, elephants, 
rhinoceri and poisonous serpents. 

In the City of Mexico in 1901 a 
remarkable dental operation was per- 
formed on an elephant. The big pachy- 
derm was suffering from toothache 
and the painful tooth had to come 
out. But how? 


The Elephant Bellowed. 


She got well quickly.

He attempted to spring up and emit- 
ted a roar. But the attendants held 
him down and soused him with more 
chloroform, seeing to it that he re- 
mained stupefied during the remain- 
der of the operation. 

In 1899 a lioness in an Italfan cir- 
cus was put under an anesthetic and 
a cataract on cone of aer eyes was re- 
moved by Prof. Gustavo Pisente. Dur- 
the lioness came 
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out from under the influence of the 
drug for a moment and gave a fright- 
ful roar.. The spectators, of whom 
there were » considerable number, 
fled in terror, but more chloroform 
put the brute to sleep again. 

A similar operation was performed 
on a ferocious wolf at Lyons recently 
by Prof. Rollett. He first injected 
morphia into the animal hypoderm- 
ically and then administered anes- 
thetics. 

In 1902 a female rhinoceros in the 
Schonbrunn Menagerie at Vienna was 
og of influenza by doses of five to 
ix quarts of camomile tea and sey- 


eral quarts of red wine at intervals 
during the day. The beast seemed 
very fond of the medicine. 

At the London Zoo not long ago the 
horn of a rhinoceros was amputated 
because it was growing in a peculiar 
shape and threatening to stick itself 
into the animal's eye. 

One of the most remarkable opera- 
tions ever performed on an animal 
was the bit of dental surgery on a 
valuable horse belonging to Mrs. 
Jefferson Seligman of New York not 
long ago. The horse’s teeth were in 


bad shape and a dentist was called in. 

The senses in the nerves of the ani- 
mal’s gums were deadened with co- 
caine and the decayed teeth were 
filled, gold being used in the front 
iveth, silver in those further back in 
the mouth. The horse, which could 
not eat oats before the operation, 
was able to masticate any ordinary 
dorse food afterwards. 


A remarkable operation on a king 
cobra, a very deadly snake, is record- 
ed The reptile was given a small 
whip snake and, while it was devour- 
ing its prey, an attendant seized the 
fast-disappearing whip snake by the 
tail and pulled it, and the cobra with 
it, to the bars of the cage. There the 
surgeon squirted water from) a sytr 
inge over an abscess in the side of 
the cobra’s head, after which soften- 
ing process he deftly opened the ab- 
scess with scissors and squeezed it 
with a pair of tweezers. The wound 
wae then sprayed with a disinfectant 
and the snake released. The operation 
took, all told, two minutes. 


Grafting Tough Hide 


Several years ago at Boston a re- 
markable skin grafting operation was 
performed on a cow elephant. The 


old animal was valuable herself, and 


all the more so because she had a 
calf. The mother elephant’s shoulder 
had been severely lacerated in get- 
ting out of a railway car. The.injury 
became inflamed and specialists de- 
cided that nothing but skin grafting 
would save her life. 


The first skin was taken from the 
calf and altogether skin was taken 
from 15 different elephants before the 
laverated shoulder was covered. The 
skin was removed in patches six 
inches long and one inch wide. The 
operation was a success. 

At Buffalo a few years ago an ele- 
phant named “Jumbo” (not the orig- 
inal, however, for he was killed in 
a railroad wreck) developed vicious 
prepensities and it was decided to kill 
the. brute. Electrodes in the form of 
sponges were placed behind each ear 
and a current of 2200 voltes turned 
on, but the animal did not seem to 
feel it. Several attempts were made 
to- kill the beast in that manner, but 
they resulted in nothing. 

The instances of animal surgery 
cited, with the exception of the horse 
whose teeth were filled, all occurred 
in the menagerie. But the wonders 
of modern animal surgery are not 
confined by any means to the cages 
and tents of the circus or Zoo. 

There has come into being a class 
of skilled, scientifically educated men, 
graduates of schools, whose course 
and equipment is up to the human 
medical schools, who make good liv- 
ings attending animal patients—fine 
dogs, pet cats, canaries, horses, po- 
nies, blooded cows and other domestic 
avimals. They set broken legs, they 
cure fevers, they amputate legs, they 
heal skin diseases and do a thousand 
and one other merciful things to al- 
leviate suffering when it seizes a 
horse that makes the stud valuable 
or-a dumb pet that is loved in the 
home. 


Hospital for Animals 


Every city now has at least one 
large “horse hospital” and dog and 
cat hospitals are becoming quite com- 
mon. And for their peculiar purposes 
these institutions are quite as effi- 
cient as the big sanitariums and hos- 
pitals where men, who can describe 
their own ailments, are treated. 

But there is even a more interesting 
side to animal pathology than this. 
Animals themselves have a sort of 
surgery and science of medicine. Or, 
at least, that is the claim made by 
many naturalists who have studied 
wild creatures in their native haunts. 

Indeed, there is a theory that the 
earliest knowledge of pharmacy 
among all people came through ob- 
serving the actions of birds and 
beasts when they were ill. The In- 
dian learned the medical value of cer- 
tain weeds and herbs, as well as of 
mud springs, by watching some rheu- 
matic old bear devouring certain 
plants or wallowing in certain 
springs. More knowledge was gained 
by observing the kind of plants eaten 
by sick dogs and other animals. 

There is a very interesting ques- 
tion under discussion among natural 
historians as to just how much of 
this animal knowledge of medicire is 


instinctive and how nruch acqutred. 
One of the commonest sights Is t see 
a mother cat, cow or other <nima! 
licking iis young. ‘Always when «a 
emall animal is injured the mother 
animal “tongues” the wound. So it 
is with a child when-a finger is cut. 
The cut finger finds its way to the 
child’s mouth, where it. is sucked 
without the child knowing exaetly 
why. 

Grown animals, when they are burt, 
lick the injured part. Why? Some 
scientists, who dislike the word “in- 
stinct,” profess to believe this is a 
recollection of the mother’s ‘licking 
them in infancy. ‘luese scientists be- 
lieve an understanding that licking is. 
good for a wound to be acquired 
knowledge. | 

Animals meet with, all sorte of ac- 
cidents.. Often they swallow stuff 
they cannot digest. Witness the Mis- 
sissippi River catfish, caught recently 
near Alton, which, when cut open by — 
a fish dealer, was found to have in iis 
stomach a gold watch, engraved wit 
the name “Irene.” . 

A curious story is related of cider 
ducks. Those fowl inhabit rocky sea 
peaches and feed on mussels left 
stranded when the tide goes out. 

It was observed recently that cer- 
tain eider ducks were in a fresh- 
water pond, plunging their heads 
down in the water in an inexplicable 
way. Curious to find out what that 
unwonted behavior in such a strange 
place meant, a naturalist shot one 
of the ducks. He found a mussel 
closed tightly over the bird's tong.e 
in such a manner that the fowl could 
not dislodge its enemy. But the won- 
der of the discovery was that ihe 
particular kind of muscle cannot live 
in fresh water. 

Evidently, then, the ducks, havir= 
mussels on their tongues, had flown 
to the fresh water to kill the mussels. 
But how did the ducks. dwelling on 
the seashore, acquire such informa- 
tion about mussels? And was it an 
instinct common to all cider ducks or 
a piece of acquired know'!c ige 
around in duck conversatioa, as the 
ancient sagas were handed dowp from 
generation to generation”? b 4 

Naturalists say a beaver whose foot 
has been crushed will amputate the 
member with its teeth and, after 
washing the stub careful'y, plug it 
with a certain kind of resin or vege- 
table gum. A musk rat will do the 
same thing, it is said. And bears, 
when they have a wound or cut, have 
been known to wash and lick the 
wound, plug it with clay and plaster 
mud over the whole wound, presum- 
ably to protect it from further injury. 


A Woodcock Story. 

A curious story is told of wood- 
cocks. A student of nature reports 
that, on one occasion, he saw a wood- 
cock flutter toward a clay bank. The 
bird seemed to have been wounded. 
The man lay perfectly still and 
watched, realizing that something un- 
usual was about to aappen. He saw 
the little bird take clay from the 
bank, plaster it on its leg, then take 
blades of grass and, with its bill, 
knead them into the clay. After that 
more clay was applied. Then more 
grass. And so on, until quite a mass 
had been modeled around the leg. 

The woodcock stood in the shadow 
of an overhanging sod until the clay 
had had time to dry, then he fiut- 
tered away, leaving the observant 
naturalist greatly mystified. Some 
years later another man, a sportsmat. 
informed the naturalist that he hac 
shot a woodcock and found on its 
leg a mass of grass and clay, neatly 
modeled, like a plumber “wipes” + — 
pipe joint. He cut the clay away with 
his pocket knife and found the Teg, 
thus treated, had recently been frac- 
tured. 

The naturalist now feels convinced 
that the bird he saw applying clay 
its leg was making a cast for a broken 
limb. °

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Record-Breaking Families That Have Augmented the World’s 


N THBSE davs of declining fami- 
| lies it is quite reassuring to read 
in the same column of a news- 
paper of one woman who,in 14 years, 
has contributed 20 to the population: 
and of another who boasts as many 
descendants as there are days in a 
leap year. 

But one need not search long 
among family records without dis- 
covering many that are still more re- 
markable. It is only a few months 
since there was found a woman at 
Antwerp who actually gave birth to 
six sons last year—three making their 
entrance together into the world in 
January, and three others following 
in December. 


Perhaps more inceresting still was 
the achievement of a baker's wife in 
Paris, who added 21 members to her 
family at seven births and in as many 
years. 

There have, however, been many 
parents who would have considered 
21 quite a small far.iy. There was, 
ror instance, a Scottish weaver who 
ha¢ no fewer than 62 children by one 
wife, all of whem were born alive, 
and of whom 46 sons and 4 daughters 
(half a hundred in all) lived to be 21 
and upwards. 

Thomas Greenhill, the Duke of Nor- 
folk’s surgeon, was the thirty-n‘nth 
child of one father and mother; there 
was a French lawyer, acco.ding to 


Bcyle, who had 45 olive branches; 
and Mrs. Agnes Melbourne, who died 
in 1743 at the age of 106, left 30 chil- 
dren to wear mourning for her. 

In very recent years, too, Mrs. Mary 
Jonas of Chester was the mother of. 
83 children; an old man who applied 
t> the Oulton Guardiaus for out-relief 
had 30 children to call him father; 
and one Anthony Clark pleaded guilty 
to 32 sons and daughters. 

Even the record of the lady who 
boasts 366 descendants has been 
eclipsed more than once. When Mrs. 
Honeywood of Charming, in Kt. 
died in 1620 it was said that her de- 
scendants comprised 16 children, 114 
grandchildren, 228 great-grandchil- 


dren and 9 great-great-grandchildren 
—-making the creditable total of 2367 
persons who owed their existence .to 
her. 

But a much more wonderful old 
lady was Lady Temple of Siow. who 
actually lived to pat her: 700ih de- 
scendant on the head. 

Even this does not constitute a rec- 
ord, for in the Annual Register of 
1776 we read: “Not many years ago 
there died, in the neighborhood of 
Festiniog, in Merionethshire, Wales, 
an honest Welsh farmer who was 105 
years of age. By his first wife he had 
30 children, by his second 10, by his 
third 4. His youngest son was 81 
years younger than his eldest: and 


S00 persons, descended from his body, 
attended his funeral.” 

if we come down to recent times 
we also find records which are calcu- 
lated to make one marvel. vnly a few 
veers ago. for example, there wag 
beried tm Hutton Pushel churchyard, 
near Scarboroug’, Mrs. Ursula Light- 
foot, a farmer's widow, who left no 
fewer than 163 descendants to mours 
her loss. These inesuded 6 daughters 
and 3 sons, 79 grandchildren, 73 great- 
grandchildren and two great-great- 
grandchildren. 

The late Dowager Duchess of Aber- 
corn lived to nurse .nore than 200 of 
her descendants, and William Meak- 
ing of High Wycombe, before he died 
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at the ace of 91. could count his de- 
scendants up to nearly the same num- 
ber. 

Beyond all question the most pro- 
lific family on record is that of a man 
called Webb, who settled a cen‘ury or 
so ago in Kentucky. 
was father of 19 children, and, before 
he was 80 saw three later generations 
totaling 4256 members, of whom two 
were gremt-g:eat-grancbildren. 

Webb's second son also has more 
than 400 descendants: while his 
deughter, Polly, beginning with 10 
children. lived to see her 230th de- 
scendant. end to raise the family of 
Webb senior above the 1000 mark. 

Another daughter, Sally by name,

ranks fourth ‘n order of contribution 
to the census with 208 descendants; 
then follows the eldest child, Letty, 
with ‘a total of 201; while Webb's 
youngest son, according to the tatest 
family enumeration, hed 11 children.

To look at him you would think the 
man was born in the environment he 
now occupies. He dresses as. the 
other mountaineers dress. He mingles 
with them on a friendly footing at 
times, though by nature he is retir- 
ing and reticent. »* 

They call him a hermit in his own 
neighborhood. But as a boy he was 
an eyewitness to some stirring events 
in American history, events in which 
the central figure was his own grand- 
father, then President of the United 
Sietes. 

This remarkable man is pointed out 
by those who know him as a striking 
illustration of the contrasts that mav 
crowd themselves into the life of an 
American citizen. 

Many presidents have gone from 
th: log cabin to the White House. 
But few men have left the White 
House to dwell in a log cabin set in 
the midst of a mountain wilderness. 

Yet such has been the history of 
Andrew Johnson Stover, grandson of 
President Andrew Johnsor, who suc- 
ceeded the great Lincoln and whose 
biography was, itself, as strange and 
interesting as a novel. Not many men 
have occupied the White House whose 
life story was as romanti. as that of 
Andrew Johnson. Few, if any other 
roe) have spent their boyhood in the 
White House and their manhood as a 
frugal mountain hermit in a log hut, 
like Andrew Johnson Stover. 

What other nation in the world 
can present a picture such as this? 
Iu the little town of Greeneville, 
Tenn., still stands a rudc structure, 
gray with age, over the door of which 
is a weather-stained sicn upon which 
the letters are still lecible, though 
more than half a century has elapsed 
since they were painted there. The 
sign reads: “A Johnson, Tailor.” 

In that ancient structure in his 
early youth Andrew Johnson plied 
the needle and handled the goose. He 
nade the long-tailed coats and the 
fatey trousers for the Greeneville 
Qudes of that era. Likewise he cut 
anc sewed the more sober raiment of 
the deacons and judges who dwelt in 
that village — 

All the while he was discussing 
putiic questions. He deftly manipu- 
lated the needle, sitting cross-legged 
on his bench, and argued the wisdom 
of the deeds and speeches of Web- 
ster, Clay and Calhoun. He gave his 
opinion of Senator Benton of Mis- 
sourt and had something to say re- 

gerding the troubles of insurgent 
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Texas, with her former mistress, Mex- 
ico, and the possibility and advisa- 
bility of our going to war with our 
Southern neighbor. | 

So, with Andy Johnson, cross- 
legged on the tailor’s bench, the little 
shop became a sort of political forum 
for the community. While men hai 
their measures taken for a new Sun- 
day suit they were surprised to sre 
what a wonderful grasp of public 
problems the tailor had. 

And while his needle was busy 
basting suits for the Greeneville beaux 
the loom of fate was busy weaving 
another fabric which Andrew John- 
ron was to sew inte one of the most 
spectacular careers in American his- 
tery. Step by step he rose in life, 
until at last he became Vice-Presidenr 
of.the United States, and when the 
g-eat Lincoln was stretched in death 
by the bullet of Booth, the Greene- 
ville tailor succeeded to the chief 
magistracy of the nation.

Union? He was playing in the Whit 
House and in the White Hous: 
giounds. 

His mother, the President’s daugh 
ter, was mistress of the White House. 
She was the “first lady of the land.” 
Her son was the pet of ambassadors 
and the few distinguished officehold- 
ers desirous of maintaining friendly 
relations with the chief executive. 

Those were not the most brilliant 
days, socially, the White House ever 
knew, however. 

The country was just catching its 
breath again afier a prolonged and 
ghastly war in which the Union had 
seemed at times in danger of being 
forever split, in which countless 
homes had been saddened and deso- 
lated, and uncounted thousands of 
brave men had been shot and killed 
and buried on the bloody battlefields. 
Nevertheless, there was a certain re- 
lief and joy in all hearts that the war 
was over, and this feeling found ex- 
pression in the society affairs of the 
time. There was a gaiety and vivacity 
about them unknown for some years 
past. 


At any rate, little Andrew Johnson 
Stover saw the most splendid society 
of that era at its brightest. He was 
as free in the White House as Ker- 
mit Roosevelt is today. He saw the 
foreign representatives in their gold- 
laced uniforms and breasts bedecked 
wi h royal orders. He saw the love- 
licst women of his time floating in 
gauze ard crinoline in the dreamy 
weliz, He watched, with uncompre- 
hending childish eyes, the great 
events that succeeded each other with 
such startling rapidity. 

Perhaps he comprebended more 
than anyone guessed. Perhaps he saw 
‘he hollow emn'iness of glory and 
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grandeur. Perhaps in those childhood 
days at the nation’s capital, a sort of 
infantile philosophy taught him the 
misery that goes hand in hand with 
political distinction, the heavy cares, 
the responsibilities, the heartaches, 
the weary, weary burdens. Perhaps 
he determined then, in his boyish 
heart, to turn his back on all that 
and seek happiness in the simple life, 
close to nature. Subsequent events 
would seem to have borne out 
such a belief. At any. rate, the 
White House child became the log 
cabin man. The magnificence of the 
executive mansion was succeeded by 
the rough walls of a cabin. The 
formal White House gardens were 
succeeded by the rugged wildness of 
the mountain slope, decked in tangled 
green, save in mid-spring, when the 
Ccogwood and other mountain flowers 
are in the glory of full blossom. 
Instead of sitting on the knees of 
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celebrated men high in the councils 
of this and other nations, Andrew 
Johnson Stover had for a companion 
his gun and his traps, the sunlight 
and the shadow, the pine tree, the 
raccoon, the hoot ow] and the whist- 
ling bird. Beside a mountain brook, 
clear and sweet, babbling and splash- 
ing downward to the valley, he had 
no vain regrets of the lost other days. 
The free, wild mountains’ and the 
blue, overarching sky were pleasanter 
to him than the stately gardens at the 
capital had been. 

Not that Andrew Johnson Stover is 
poor. He is one of the heirs to the 
Johnson estate—the estate of his 
grandfather, which was not inconsid- 
erable. That estate is in the hands 
of trutees, but by means of his share 
of the inheritance Andrew Johnson 
Stover might have estabiished him- 
self in business long ago, might, per- 
haps, be a flourishing business man 


today, «.ch many people in his em- 
ploy and himself a member of bank 
directois’ boards and other offices of 
responsibility and trust. 

A strange history is ‘hat of the 
Johnson family—strange, indeed. 
Andrew Johnson was born and raised 
on a farm not far from Greeneville. 
At the age of 19 he left the farm and 
mcved to town, becoming an appren- 
tice to a tailor there. Two years later 
he had learned his trade and accumu- 
lated enough money to buy out the 
business. In those days the clothing 
of all well-to-do persons was made 
by country tailors. 

His first political venture was /n 
“municipal politics.” Greeneville was 
a village, but it had an Aldermanic 
Council and the town was divided 
inte political parties or factions. 
Though the voters were few, cam- 
paigns were lively now and then. An- 
drew Johnson, the tailor, ran for Al- 


derman and was elected. Local his- 


iorians at Greenevisie declare he was 
given a vote of 47 to his op- 
ponent’s 26. 

Evidently Le was a good Alderman, 
for the people of Greeneville rallied 
to his support later and elected him 
Mayor of the little town, After re- 
tiring from that office he sought lofti- 
er honors. There were no franchise 
problems, no municipal ownership 
questions to deal with and none of 
the other modern nuts that modern 
mayors have to crack. But Andrew 
Johnson was a good Mayor, so the 
people elected him tc a membership 
in the State House of Representa- 
tives. 

Later he served in the State Senate 
and then was named as elector-at- 
large for Tennessee on the Van Buren 
ticket. Afterwards he was sent, to 
Congress from the First Congressién- 
al District of Tennessee. Then he 
was nominated for Vice-President 
with Lincoln the second time the 
great martyr was nominated. After 
Lincoln’s assassination, he became 
President. 


A Valuable Running-Mate. 


Johnson was chosen for the vice- 
presidential pomination because of 
the fact that he was a Tennesseean. 
He was well known. His name was 
conspicuous among the politicians of 
the war period, not only because of 
his personal abilities, but because he 
wes a Republican and Union South- 
erner. His geographical location 
made him a valuable running mate 
for Lincoln, or so the political man- 
agers of the Republican party 
thought. 


He had a few friends who stood by 
him steadfastly through the dar¥est 
periods of his career, but he had a 
host of enemies who streve in every 
way to blacken his name. Not long 
ago there appeared a book denouncing 
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striction of the facilities for ob-

“When I am dead, wrap my body 
in the flag of my country, pillow my ~ 
head on my country’s Constitution, 
and carry’ my body to one of those 
beautiful hills of Greene County. and 
there let me sleep till the resurrec- 
tion morning.” 

His wishes were carried out in 
every particular. But he litle 
dreamed, as he was dying, that tess 
than fifty years :ater fhe Federal 
Government wouw be spend'r¢g thou- 
sands of dollars to beautify and 
glorify the ground in which he slept. 

It was Andrew Johnson who said: 
“Treason should be made odious.” 
And he was thought of in the Sou*h 
generally in much the way one would 
imagine the author of such a semti- 
ment would be rega-ded: Neverthe. 
less, In Tennessee he was elected sto 
the United States Senate after he re- 
tird from the presidency, and now 
Congress, which tried to impeach bim, 
is lavishiy honurtng him.

Story of a Plot Beginning in St. Louis and 
Ending in a Revolution After Involving 
Arrests, Escapes, Forgery, High Poli- 
tics, Treachery, Diplomacy and Execu- 
tions Almost Unparalleled in Fiction 


HE seeds sown by the St. Lou's 
Junta have been bearing fruit 
in Mexico. From dingy old 

bouses in St. Louis side streets tne 
towing and the planting were direct- 
ed. From the same quarter came di- 
rections as to how the cultivation 
should be carried on. And the little 
Yand that assembled here, speaking 
h.ough their newspaper, Regenera- 
‘ton. has had the joy of seeing har- 
vi s.ers at work in the field. 

The fires of revolution were lighted 
in the neighboring Republic. “The 
Dictator,” as the Liberals call him, 
heaid the rifle shot of armed resist- 
ance to his long authority. He 
caught the ominous glare of incen- 
diaiism. 

What is to be the final outcome in 
Mexico time alone can tell. The 
yeast is at work in the ioal. Will 
the loaf ever get into the oven” Many 
look forward to big things among our 

southern ueighbors. Others bclieve 
’ that the mailed fist of Diaz will al- 
vaye throttle revolution in its in- 
faney. 

Be that as it may, evenis to date 
are fraught with the liveliest inter- 
eat for Bt. Lou.s. here the revoluuon 
was born. Here there oncurred a ro- 
moenuce of politics the like of which 


She world. 


ever has been a perplexing phenom- 
non in human progress. 

A handful of men and women in 
this city, far from the Rock of Che- 
pultepec, far from the ancient halls 
of the Montezumas, where Diaz 
reigns, have shaken a nation. These 
men and womens carried § eimpiy 
purses. Now and again they felt the 
pnawing tooth of hunger. They made 
their homes in squalid neighborhoods. 
They suffered and toiled and hoped, 
and they were few. 

But they were the living embodi- 
ment of the spirit blazing in the 
busom of Wililam Lloyd Garrison 
when he wrote thoes rmmortal words: 

“I shall be as harsh as truth, as 
uncomprom'sing as justice. I will not 
equivocate; | will not excuse; and | 
will be heard.” 

The handful of men and women in 
this city, known to nistory as the Sr. 
Louis Mexican Junta, felt they had a 
mission in life. ‘Iney believed they 
had a message to proclaim to their 
countrymen and kindred, yes, to all 
They felt that to them 
had been given to carry the torch 
ot liberty onward and upward. They 
had dignity of purpose, They had 
lofty zeal. 

To them Diaz appeared as an en- 


emy to the country he ruled. In 
their eves he was an oppressor, who 
trod ruthlessly upon freedom. Their 
listening ears seemed to catch the 
groan of a miserable people. They 
thought they heard the far, faint call 
for emancipation, as a wind in the 
trees. And they answered and said: 
“Weare here.” And they were ready 
to give their lives up with the calm 
smile of heroes, if need be, that their 
cause should triumph. 

Whether they were right or wheth- 
er they were mistaken is of no conse- 
quence to this, the story of their life 
and doings of the St. Louis Junta. 
Right or wrong, that story is a-ro- 
mance full of meaning. 

The Junta arrived in St. Louis 
Feb. 22, 1905—Washington’s birth- 
day. .The travelers came fromsSan 
Antonio, Tex., whence they had been 
driven by the activity of Mexican se- 
cret agents, who operated more freely 
close to the border of the two coun- 
tries than they would far in the in- 
terior of the United States, namely, 
at St. Louis, or so the exiles believed. 
There were less than a dozen of them, 
men, women and children. They 
took a house at 107 North Channing 
avenue and began their labors. 

The men found employment wher-

Recent Call to Arms Issued By the hele. 


Arm yourselves! Arm yourselves without the 
revolution is about to break forth. 
The organizing Junta of the Liberal Party of Mexico, though pere 
secuted, has not rested, and soon the righteous 
menced which will open the way for the development of the Mexican race.. 
The moment has come when, if you are men, you will conquer, and will 
win forever the right to be happy and respected. 
Translated from “Reforma, Libertad, Justicia,’’ published in Austin, Tex., 
by Tomas Sarabia and other former members of the 
Revolutionary Junta, and secretly circulated in Mexico; issue of June 15. 
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ever they could and at whatever they 
could, manual labor for the most 
part, for they could speak little Eng- 
lish. But the main thing was the 
publication of the paper Regenera- 
cion. 

The men were highly educated. 
They wrote for the paper after the 
breadwinning work of the day was 
done, and a couple of Mexican print- 
ers, who were of the party, set the 
type and printed the paper. The new- 
comers kept the even tenor of their 
way and the neighbors little suspect- 
ed that, under their very noses, was 
a company of zealots bent on a 
mighty revolution. 

‘Through the spring and summer 
Regeneracion appeared regularly. It 
was printed in Spanish and circulat- 
ed in Mexico. The public in St. 
Louis knew nothisg of it. In the 
council chamber of Diaz it was be- 
lieved that the incipient spirit of 
revolution, which had brought about 
the imprisonment of one or two news- 
paper men, some of whom were in 
the St. Louis party, had died of in- 
anition. 


The Junta Manifesto. 


But on the last. day of September, 
1905, Regeneracion appeared with an 
article that created almost as much 
consternation in the official house- 
hold of Diaz as would the explosion 
of a bomb in the palace courtyard. 
That article was a “manifesto.” It 
stated that the “Junta of the Mexican 
Liberal Party had oeen organized in 
St. Louis.” Ricardo Flores Magon 
was president, Juan Sarabia and En- 
rique Flores Magon, vice-presidents: 
Antonio I. Villareal, secretary and 
treasurer; Prof. Livrado Riveria anu 
Manuel Sarabila, members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Not all the officers were in St. 
Louls, but those not here were on the 
way, stealthily trying to wriggle out 
of Mexico without falling into the 
hands of the authorities. 

The “manifesto” was the first tnk- 
ling the world had that continued 
dissatisfaction existed in Mexico. 


Diaz was admired. de ha’ restored 
peace to Mexico. He had prosecuted 
many great public works. Outwardly, 
at any rate, his administration had 
been beneficent. And it had been gen- 
erally believed that the Mexican peo- 
ple so regarded it. 

But there was the manifesto of the 
St. Louis Junta, a startling, indis- 
putable fact to the contrary. All was 
not harmony in Mexico, then. Dtaz 
had a skeleton in his political close., 
after 244. And what cid the Junta 
portend? Was it really the nucleus 
of revolution, or was it but the out- 
break of a few fanatics without any 
popular support? 

Events, which now succeeded each 
other with astonishing swiftness, 
seemed to indicate that Diaz took a 
serious view of the matter. Immedi- 
ately after the publication of the 
manifesto, a horce of enemies 
swooped down upon the Junta from 
expected and unexpected quarters. 

The first move of the enemies was 
the arrest of the two Magons and 
Juan Sarabia by the St. Louis police. 
They were charged with criminal 
libel; The complainant was a petty 
office holder of the Mexican Govern- 
ment, who came to St. Louis with his 
wife, put up at a leading hotel, hired 
two of the foremost lawyers of St. 
Louls at fancy prices and spent 
money like water. The members of 
the Junta said this magnificent spend- 
er drew a salary of about $50 a month 
in Mexico. Then where did his money 
come from? It was pointed out that 
the treasury of Diaz was not quite 
empty. 

The police of St. Uouis were “under 
obligations” to Diaz, who had been 
instrumental in securing the return 
of Kratz to St. Louis. That obliga- 
tion was repaid, perhaps, by the con- 
fiscation vf all the private papers of 
the Junta, including the list of sub- 
scribers to Regeneracion. It was that 
last fact which most alarmed the ar- 
rested men. The subscribers to Re- 
generacion were their friends and it 


was dangerous in Mexico, said thw 
prisoners, to be known as a Liberal. 
The army of Diaz, said the Junta 
members, had an unpleasant way of 
standing Liberals, blindfolded, 
against a wall, or in front of open 
graves, and shooting them full of 
holes. 

While the Magons and Juan Sa- 
rabia were prisoners Antonio Villa- 
real conducted the business of the 
Junta. After the raid in Channing 
avenue the members of the Junta 
moved, first to 1752 Wighteenth 
street, thence to 2645 Lafayette. ave- 
nue. That was to avoid spies, of 
whom a swarm now appeared—Mex- 
icans, private detectives, city police, 
even United States Secret Service 
agents. 

The Magons and Juan Sarabia gave 
bends and were released. They fled 
to Canada, leaving word to the sure- 
ties on their bonds that they would 
be reimbursed. Ultimately those 
sureties were reimbursed. The pub- 
lication of Regeneracion was resumed 
by Villareal. But soon the paper was 
moved to E] Paso. Manual Sarabia 
accompanied VHlareal and soon Juan 
Sarabia appeared on the scene. 

Not long afterwards Juan Sarabia 
received a message from a friend, an 
officer in the army, saying he wished 
to turn over to him certain important 
papers. Relying on the integrity of 
that friend, Sarabia crossed into Mex- 
ico and the Judas turned him over to 
the Mexican troops. He was tried 
(his friends say the trial was a farce) 
and sentenced to a term of years in 
prison. It was learned not many 
months ago that he was dying of con- 
sumption in a dungeon of the prison 
of San Juan de Ulua at Vera Cruz. 

Meanwhile, however, Villareal or- 
ganized a small force and went to the 
aid of his betrayed friend. He was 
unsuccessful, but his unselfish act 
caused his arrest in the United States. 
Mexican representatives made desper- 
ate efforts to obtain his extradition, 
but he fought the attempts of these 
men on the ground that he was only 
a political offender. 

There are two great principles of 
public policy which are part of the 
groundwork of our international rela- 
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die strenge dea hs 'n Mexican prisons 
only too often, say the Junta lead- 
ers, and so’ Ricardo Magon, called 
“The Scorpion” because of the sting 
that is in his pen, wrote a letter f-om 
his hiding place to Diaz, the mersage 
of which was that should Juan Sara- 
bia, die in prison, the life of Diaz 
would pav the forfeit. 


The Shadow Hand. : 


Then Diaz went into strange and 
unwonted seclusion. He is a brave 
man, is Diaz, a gallant soldier, and no 
man ever called him coward. But 
the shedow of the hand with the 
knife in it, reaching out from the 
dark, seemed to break his steady 
nerve in his old age. 

Some time later Manual Sarabia 
was arrested on an alleged trumped- 
up charge in Texas. The night of 
his arrest he was whisked across the 
Mexican border in an automobile. 
There was a great scandal and the 
United States interfered. Manual Sa- 
rabia, the kidnaped, was returned to 
this country. 

Qther members of the Junta are 
now in prisons. Others are in hid- 
ing, but they write and fire the zeal 
of the followers from the -places of 
their seclusion. Nothing’ seems to 
break the spirit of these men and 
women. 

But so much for the personal sto- 
ries. What of the revolution itself? 

Col. W. C. Greene’s mines were 
“written up” in Regeneracion and the 
laborers there tirged to strike. They 
did strike, in June, 1906, and there 
was rioting, arson and bloodshed. Bu! 
the strile was bro'«n, some men were 
shot, and the rest, cowed, went back 
to work. 

Then the papers of the country be- 
gar to publish rumors that on Sept. 
16, 1906, the anniversary cf Mexico's 
independence, there would be an 
opening of the revolution. People 
with property interests or friends in 
Mexico grew nervous es the day ap- 
proached. The United States Gov- 
ernment sent troops to the border 
forts and barracks—merely a part of 
the “fall maneuvers,” it was sa‘d at 
Weshington. Troops were strategical- 
ly distributed over Mexico. 

It is known now that there were 
elaborate plans for a bold stro*e that 
day, but they miscarried. The day 
passed over in peace and the people 
of Mexico and the Americans who 
have. Mexican interests heaved a sigh 
of relief. ' 

Regeneracion is published no more. 
But ‘the St. Louls Junta has two pa- 
pers now. One is published at Los 
Angeles, Cal., and the other at Austin,

They are the 
Vestal Virgins of the Mexican Revolu- 
tion, the priestesses who have kept 
the altar fires trimmed and burnine 
even when the “great cause” seemed 
overwhelmed in defeat. 

The Furlong Detective Agency of 
St. Louis is in the employ of the 
Mexican Government, giving this city 
another connection with the revolu- 
tion. That agency has been the in- 
strument by means of which the ar- 
rest of numerous prominent leaders 
of the Liberals has seen accomplished 
in this country. 

Such, in its outline, is the history of 
the St. Louis Junta. It would require 
a volume to recount all the adven- 
tures, the romances, the self-sacrifice, 
the unsclfish, heroic devotion to a

OW many different men live in 
H the body of George Blair Har- 
rison of Topeka, Kan.? By 
“different men” I mean, how many 
personalities, to each one of which all 
the others are strangers, so _ that, 
when one predominates the others are 
temporarily obliterated. 

At least two of these personalities 
are known. One is Harrison himself 
—the Harrison who married and who 
made a success as a newspaper man. 
Arother is Allen Horton Gresham, so- 
ealied, who is a bachelor and an ex- 
pert fancy chicken grower, though 
Harrison, or the personality known as 
Harrison, doesn’t know anything in 
the world about farming or poultry 

It ish’'t a case of Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde.

A remarkable fea‘ure of the strange 
case is the friends#1p and admiration 
Gresham entertains for Harrison. 
Gresham is much attached to Harri- 
son and, when he believed he was 
indebted to Harrison for a small sum 
of money, it worried him, because

Another fact about Gresham that 
atrilkes me as remarkable is that, in 
hie dreams, he sees a sweet-faced 
woman who is the wife of Harrison. 
When, after a season in California as 
Gresham, he returned to Tope‘a as 
Harrison, the wanderer said, wher 
ho saw his wife: 

“Yes, yes; you are the woman of my 
dreams.”’ 

Here is a problem for the psychol- 
ogist and the alienist.

Harrison is a son of Col. T. W 
Harrison, former Mayor of Topeka. 
He is one of the best-known newspa- 
per man of Kansas, a graduate of 
Ann Arbor University, a thirty-sec- 
ond degree Mason, husband of a beau- 
tiful wife and the father of two at- 
tractive sons. He occupies a promi- 
nent position in Topeka society and

Two years ago Harrison and Henry 
Allen, also prominent in Kaneas poll- 
tices es*‘abli'shed the Evening Tele- 
gram at Garden City, Kan. About 
a year ago the Telegram published an 
article denouncing a g2eng of cut- 
throat gamblers who infested Garaen 
City and who had fleeced a young 
fellow of the town. 

The ring leaders of that gang dared 
Harrison to come for a statement de- 
nying what had been printed. Har- 
rison went and was set upon and 
brutally beaten by the gang. 

Arrests were made and the ring 
leader was tried last August. He 
was convicted and sentenced to Jail. 
With venomous. hatred, he declared 
at the conclusion of the trial that he 
would hunt his victim down and kill 
him Jf it took the rest of his life. 


The Search for Him. 


About New Years Harrison made 
a business trop to Kansas City. He 
was last seen in the office of a pub- 
lishing company in that city Jan. 4. 

He said he intended returning to 
Garden City that night. But he dis- 
appeared. It is now regarded as al- 
most a certainty that he was waylaid 
somewhere in Kansas City that night, 
prebably by members of the same 
band of thugs that had made the

His family tnstituted a country- 
wide search for the missing man, but 
obtained no clew of any kind until 
early in June, when a letter reached 
Mrs. Harrison from San Diego, Cal. 
The letter was typewritten, but the 
signature, “A. H. Gresham,” had a 
very familiar look. The statements 
made in the iette: also caused her 
heart to beat fast with the hope that 
er husband was located. This is the 
etter:

Mrs. Harrison wrote to “Gresham” 
asking for a photograph and descrip- 
tion of himself. He complied with 
her request and was amazed to re- 
ceive a telegram in response, which 
said: 

“You are my husband without a 
doubt. Every identification complete 
Am wiring money for your journes 
to Topeka. Had better not trave 
alone,” 

Here was a poser for ‘“resham. 
Could it be possible, he asked himeelf, 
that he was married and knew noth- 
ing about it? 

He had a vague recollection of the 
assault in Kansas City, but previous 
to that all memory was hazy. “Gresh- 
am” was employed at the Fred E. 
Judson fancy chicken farm near San 
Diego. He had made a name for him- 
self as a fancy chicken expert. 

A day or two after receiving Mrs. 
Harrison’s telegram, Gresham entered 
a feed store in San Diego. The clerk 
addressed him as “Mr. Harrison.”

Harrison took her in his 
arms and said softly, in a tone in 
which awe and tenderness were 
blended strangely: ‘Yes, you are the 
woman of my dreams.” 

Gresham, the Westerner, thy man 
of honor, the chicken grower, bad 
bowed himself off the scenes. Harri- 
s0n was enthroned again. The re- 
markable romance of two men in one 
man’s brain and body was ended.

I had gone from Chicago to 
Kansas City on Nov. 17 of 
last year and that whén I was walk- 
ing up from the Union Depot in Kan- 
sas City early in the evening three 
men jumped from behind a billboard 
in the rear of a corner saloon and 
sandbagged me.

Apparently the suitcase turned out 
to be a cheap telescope belonging to 
one of the robbers and containing 
clothing. I still have the telescope, 
and they tell me that I lost a good 
suitcase when I disappeared. 
My recollection is that I went to 
Denver, where I was sick for a week. 
I remember having a little mney in 


M- IMPRESSION has been that 


an inside pocket, and supposed that I 
had been relieved of about $50. 

A doctor whom I called upon in 
Denver told me I should go to the 
hospital for an operation. I had t» 
confess lacking $495 of the necessary 
expense and asked him for an al- 
ternative. Between a long sea voy- 
age and outdoor work in an equable 
climate: I chose the latter and made 
for California. I have no memory of 
what happened between Kansas City 
and Denver or until California, except 
a sick spell in the utter Joneliners of 
Cheyenne. 

At Denver I mtst have been sick in 
some cheap hotel, for I do not recall 
registering or talking to any land- 
lord. I had a feeling of being lost in 
spice, of having been strivuel bare 
of everything, even my name.

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“A. H. Gresham,” and rey.eated it 
to keep it in mind, for it seemed to 
be my own. I lost it and wandered 
about mentally until I recovered it, 
when I wroté it down.

Memory Bothered Him. 


Through reading literature of an 
employment agency it became fixed in 
my mind that I had worked for an 
Eastern concern modeled upon sim- 
llar lines. It was not, however, until 
I talked with an officer of it that I 
remembered clearly the men and of- 
fice methods that I had been familiar 
with in the Eastern institution. 

Among these bits of returning 
memory was the idea tLat I had been 
associated with, while working fu: 
the Fair at St. Louis, a man named 
Ceorge Harrison in a’ deal to clzan 
vp after the Fair a lot of souveutre 
as advertising novelties. It seemed 
to me that I had.taken over the stnif 
on consignment and that Hariison’s 
share of the proceeds that should 
have resulted was $13.50.

A thousand millionaires have been made 
by the iron and steel trade of America in the last 
40 years. 

There was enough money made. in steel last 
year to give 250 men $1,000,000 each, while enough 
fron and steel has been produced in America 
in a year to secure about $175 to every man, wom- 
an and child in the land of Uncle Sam. 

And yet, 50 years ago, cheap steel was un- 
known. The railroads were using iron rails, 
which wore out in less than two years, and the 
total output of fron and steel m a year was less 
than is now made in four days. 

Then came to William Kelly, a Pittsburg Irish- 
American, that flash of genius which provided 
the world with a new metal—something as strong 
as steel and as cheap as iron. 

“Kelly was an iron maker, and needed charcoal. 
{n time all the wood near his furnaces was burned 
and the nearest avaliable source of supply was 
seven miles distant. To cart his charcoal seven 
miles meant bankruptcy, unless he could invent 
a way to save fuel. 

“One day he was sitting in front of the ‘finery 
fire’ when he suddenly sprang to his feet with 
a shout, and rushed to the furnace. At one edge 
he saw a white-hot spot in the yellow mass of 
molten metal. The fron at this spot was incan- 
descent. It was almost gaseous. Yet there was 
no charcoal—nothing but the steady blast of air. 
Like a flash the idea leaped into his excited brain 
—there was no need of charcoal. Air alone fot 
fuel.” 

But people said he was crazy when Kelly 2s- 
serted that pig iron could be changed into mal- 
teable fron by the air blast. For every iron mak- 
er believed in those days that - ld air would chil) 
hot iron. , 

“Some crank will be trying to ‘urn ice next.’ 
eaid one manufacturer; and Kelly through lach 
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of means, could not turn his idea into the success 
he deserved. 

Then, seven years later, came Bessemer, who 
made the mew process a commercial success by 
the invention of his celebrated “converter.” and 
received 0,000,000, world-wide fame and a 
knighthood as his reward. 

Kelly feceived $500,000 and comparative ob- 
livion, although his iaea was the nucleus of the 
Bessemer process, by which tron is purified from 
carbon by the direct introduction of oxygen; for 
when Bessemer applied for and obtained a United 
States patent for his “pneumatic process,”’ Kelly 
claimed priority for his ‘nveniion, and his claim 
was allowed by the patent ofiice. 

Another pioneer of the steel trade, Robert F 
Mushet, a Scotsman, who hit upon a device for 
removing @ difficulty that be ffled Kelly and Bes- 
semer, fared even worse than Kelly. For he lost 
his patent by failing to pay ihe necessary feés, 
and in his later yearn wus dependent upon a 
pension of $1500, which he receiveu annually from 
Bessemer. 

The difficulty which Mushet removed was this: 
“The air blast clears the molten metal of carbon 
and of all impuri‘ies, including sulphur and phos- 
phorous. But a certain quan‘ity of carbon is 
necessaly to harden tne metal into the required 
quality of steel. Insteaa of endeavoring to stop 
the process at exactly the rich moment. Mushet 
asked: ‘Why not fifet burn ou: all the carbon, and 
then pour back the exact quantity that you need? 
This was a simple device, but no one had thought 
of it before.” 

The man who took the invention of Kelly and 
Bessemer into his hands, developed it into one 
of the wonders of the world, and made the Car- 
negie millions, was Capt. William R. Jones— 
“Bill” Jones as he was known—who seemed to 
live with the sole desire of toppling over the idea 
that England owned the steel trade. He could 
have been a millionaire many times over, but he 
cared little for money. When he was offered a 
partnership, he replied: , 

“No, Mr. Carnegie, I don . know anything about

business, and I don't want to be bothered with 
it. I've got trouble enough here in these works. 
I'll tell you what you can do”—these were his ex- 
act words—“you can give me a thundering big 
salary.” “After this, Captain,” replied Carnegie, 
“you shall have the salary of the President of 
the United States—$25,000.” 

The famous scrap-heap policy was originated by 
Jones. He did not believe in wa‘tinr until bis 
machinery was worn out. 

He made the shareholders gasp on several 00- 
casions by asking permission to smash up $500,- 
000 worth of machinery that was as good as new 
but outgrown. Jones died, as he had lived, in the 
midst of an industrial battle at the head of his 
men. He was killed in an accident in the com- 
pany’s works. “Carnegie, looking upon poor 
Jones as he lay in the hospital, sobbed like a

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Electricity 
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Can Now Be 
Made For Almost Nothing 


— The Cost of Heat 
Reduced More Than One- - 
Half—Important Discoveries a 
at St. Louis and Alton 

—Smoke Problem 
Solved and ‘“‘the Poor 
Man's Fuel” Apparent- 

ly Found at Last 


A RE we approaching “The Lime- 
stone Age"? Is-the fuel that 
will turn the wheels of indus- 

try tm the future to be quarried in- 

stead of mined? 

Are our nigh:s to be made brilliant 
by gas cooked out of Hmestone or 
electricity generated by engines driven 
by such gas? Recent inventions in 
and near St. Louls give color of 
probability to that prospect. 

A chemint of this city has diseov- 
ered a process for making gas out of 
limestone and dried grass, and a man 
at Kine, il, near Alton, has per- 
fected a method of using limestone 
with coal as a fuel, cutting down the 
profits of the Coal Trust and getting 
more heat out of leas fire. It is 


claimed that the by-products of the 


new gas-making process, ae invented 
by the St. Louisan will wore than 
pay the cost of producing electricity — 
not only the gas that dr’ves the en- 
gine for generating the electricity, 
but the electric current itself, Tle 
inventor says the by-products would 
also pay part of the cost of distribut- 
ing the current. That would be “‘elec- 
tricity for nothing.” 

On the other hand the Hisah in ycn- 
tor declares ide limestone farnase wi)! 
cut the cost of heating in half, will 
do away with the smoke nuisance and 
will eliminate the hard elinkey, as 
well as give ashes that are valuable 
for fertiliser. 

Such are some of the claims now 
being made for limestone. Limestone 
is almost everywhere, There is hard- 
ly a gection of the United States 
where that rock is not found ia 
abundance, usually right at the sur- 
face. instance, it is estimated 
that Pilasa Bluffs alone contain 
enough Mmestone to keep Alton warm 
and make steam for all her industries 
for a number of centuries. 

Thus, the two inventions, it is 
claimed, if used generally would 
eliminate coal almost altogether. 
Limestone would Heat our houser, 
would make our steain, would suppiy 
us with gas and would create the eler 
tric ourrent for powor or lighting. 

The St. Louis limestone gas is made 
by heating limestone and dried grass 
or other vegetable carbon, in a returi, 
Of course, either coal or its eyuivaient 
in gas would be required to heat the 
retorts and distill the gas. Thus, if 
16 tons of Mmestore were used with 
one ton of and one ton of 
coal, the gas-making materials would 
rost*

Add to this $15.50, which is the cost 
of material, $6 to pay for the labor and 
the total cost of producing gas front 
10 tones of limestone and one cf 
charcoal would be $20.50. But five 
and a half tons of burnt lime, worth, 
at prevailing prices of $4.65 per ton, 
about $25, would be the by-produrt, 
leaving the net cost of production 
about $4.50 less than nothing. 

This gas, in order to be used as an 
Mluminant, requires the addition of a 
small amount of ethylene. Without 
the ethylene the gas gives off a large 
amount of heat and energy, but not 
much light. With the ethylene its 
radiance is unusually brilliant, and it 
has no soot and smoke, such as com- 
mon coal gas has.. Thus, clean lime- 
stone gas, that cost less than nothing, 


could be used in engines much more 


satisfactorily, says the Inventor, than 
coal gas can, and coul? be made into 
a magnificent illuminant at a trifling 
cost. 

Now, the gas made from 10 tons of 
limestone, says the inventor, would 
give, when burned in an engine, 5900 
horsepower hours, which would grind 
some 4000 kilowatts of electricity out 
ofadynamo, To ascertain the verity 
of that statement special tests were 
made in the presence of a represen- 
tative of the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine: It was found that 30 feet 











of gas, made from four pounds of ° 


limestone, would generate enough 
current to light 10 16-candle power 
bulbs for one hour. 

The maximum price charged for 
electricity in Gt, Leuls is 12 cents a 
kilowatt hour. The 4000 kilowatts 
generated by 10 tons of limestone 
would be worth, at that price, $480. 

But to produce that electricity the

cost, counting wear and tear on en- 
gine and dynamo, as well as labor, 
would be less than nothing. It is 
estimated, however, by persons famil- 
lar with the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. that it costs that company 
98 of a cent per kilowatt to generate 
electricity’: and a fraction over 3 cents 


It is sald the company aciuauy 
loses on the few 21-2 cent contracts 
it has made to forestall the erection 
of private plants in large buildings. 

f course, the cost of distribution 
of the limestone ele¢tricity would be 
practically the same ag that of the 
Union company’s current. But sup- 
pose the Hmestone electricity should 
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he sold for 21-2 cents a kilowatt, 
That would be cheaper than the 
Union company can make and distrib- 
ute its current and yet leave a profit 
of nearly half a cent a kilowatt for 
the manufacturing company, 

Such are the claima made by the 
inventor of the limestone gas. How- 
ever, though they seem  roseate 
enough, the fact is that the inventor 
himself is not going to make the gas 
nor manage its manufacture. He has 
leased his patent rights on a royalty 
basis, and the lessees are officials 
of the Steel Trust and the Welsbach 
Lighting Co. This is looked upon in 
many quarters as a sign that there 
will be no very great boon for the 
public through the new illuminating 
process, unless it can be found that 
a patent covering the combination of 
limestone and vegetable matter, 
which involves no mechanical prin- 
ciple, is invalid. In tuat event any- 
body could make the gas or mae 
electricity with the gas, and the pub- 
lic would obtain a real and permanent 
benefit from the discovery. 

The inventor himself believes, how- 
ever, that he will profit handsomely 
from his royalty contracts, as he says 
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his patent is ironclad. Wis coc.uacts, 
the inventor says, stipulate that a cer- 
tain number of reterte must be put 
into aperi:tion every year, or the con- 


tracts wi!l lapse. red out 
that, after a few yeare the inereased 
number of retorts in operation, 
though the individual royalty on each 
of them is small, will bring him in an 
income of $1,000,000 a year. 

The same sort of a contract has 
been made with syndicates in foreign 
countries, the inventor says, A small 
territory in and around Joplin, Mo., is 
the only section of the United States 
not included in the contract with the 
Steel Trust and Welsbach parties. A 
local company has that concession. 

The Joplin company is building a 
plant and expects to supply electric 
current to the mines in that region 
and also to an interurban electric 
road, the construction of which is 
now in contemplation. 

The claims now made for limestone 
as a fuel are almost as astonishing as 
those for the limestone gas. The in- 
ventor, Alexander Marshall, says he 
formerly. paid $2.40 a ton for coal, 
Now he uses half a ton of coal, cost- 
ing $1.20, and half a ton of limestone, 
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costing 80 cents, which together cost 
$1.50, or 90 cents less than the one 
ton of coal formerly used, and which 
give a by-product im the form of 
ashes, which make ap excellent fer-

After the test the residue left was 
exhibited in the grate. There were 
no clinkerg; the coal had evidently 
all been consumed. 

“The residue makes a good fertiliz- 
er," Mr. Marshall said, “Of course, 
the ashes are not so good ae the Hme- 
stone before burning, for that con- 
tains 40 per cent more of carbon. The 
advantage lies in the fact that use 
has already been made of the coal. 
Left in the ground for a _ longer 
length of time the burned limestone 
will bring about exactly the same ef-

clinkers to deal with, and besides we 
have an almost perfect fertilizer in 
the ashes, to say nothing of the prime 
consideration, the reduetion in fuel 
cost. 

“My explanation of limestone’s 
value as fuel is that it eontains 89.73 
per cent of pure carbonate of lime. 
This is not combustible unless heat- 
ed, but when heated in a red hot blaze 
becomes combustible, sending off car- 
bonic acid gas, giving a limelight 
fire in the furnace, which is many 
times hotter than the ordinary coal 
fire. In order to make it smokeless 
we must shut off as much oxygen as 
possible, which is partly done by clos- 
ing up the furnaces. 

“I intend to build what ts called a 
‘Dutch oven,’ a class of furnace into 
which coal is dumped at the top by a 
sort of mechanical contrivance which 
prevents any air from |_cnenping when
